It  was  hardly  to  be  expected  that  the  marked  advance  noticed  in  the 
last  report,  produced  as  it  was,  in  a  great  measure,  by  the  colored 
schools  appearing  for  the  first  time  in  the  statistical  summary, 
could  be  maintained  for  another  year.  It  is,  therefore,  especially 
gratifying  to  see  the  exceptional  progress  of  last  year  not  only  coll 
tinued,  but  in  some  respects  increased.  At  no  time  since  the  State 
School  System  came  into  existence,  have  we  seen  greater  activity 
in  all  departments  than  during  the  year  now  under  review.  While 
it  must  i  e  admitted  that  much  yet  remains  to  be  done  before  we  can 
relax  our  efforts,  we  cannot  but  congratulate  the  people  of  Maryland 
on  the  bright  prospects  of  the  Public  Schools  in  the  near  future. — 
Although  the  amount  of  Public  School  money  received  from  the  State 
has  been  less  than  in  any  previous  year,  the  people  of  the  several  coun- 
ties, by  their  voluntary  contributions,  have  made  up  the  deficiency 
nearly  three  fold.  Xo  stronger  mark  of  popular  approval  need  be 
asked  or  can  be  given.  The  money  thus  generously  placed  at  the  dis- 
posal of  the  School  Boards  has  been,  in  the  inain,wisely  spent.  There 
has  been  a  considerable  increase  in  the  expenditure  for  teachers'  sala- 
ries, for  building  school  houses  and  for  books  ;  wThile  supervision  and 
incidental  expenses  have  cost  but  little  more  than  in  the  year  preced- 
ing.   We  regret  to  notice  that  the  interest  account  is  nearly  o0  per 
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cent,  larger  than  it  was  last  year.  Most  of  the  County  School 
Boards  are  out  of  debt;  some  are  making  such  vigorous  efforts  in 
the  right  direction  that  we  expect  to  see  them  free  from  embarrass- 
ment when  the  next  Annual  Report  is  made;  but  a  few  seem  to 
have  ceased  struggling  with  the  current  and  are  sinking  deeper 
every  year.  There  can  be  no  two  opinions  upon  this  question.  A 
School  Board  has  no  right  to  contract  a  permanent  debt.  They 
were  not  appointed  for  that  purpose,  but  for  the  purpose  of  spending 
judiciously  the  money  placed  in  their  hands.  They  may,  with  pro- 
priety, borrow  a  sum  of  money  for  the  payment  of  teachers'  salaries 
when  they  are  able  to  repay  it  at  an  early  day,  but  we  hold  that  it 
is  better  to  close  the  schools,  for  a  time,  than  to  incur  a  debt  which 
there  is  no  present  means  of  paying. 

THE  SCHOOL  LAW. 

The  following  are  the  principal  alterations  made  by  the  last  Gen- 
eral Assembly  in  the  -School  Law  of  the  State  : 

1.  The  Governor  is.  ex-officio,  a  member  of  the  State  Board  of 

Education. 

2.  The  State  Board  of  Education  is  authorized  to  enact  by-laws  for 

the  administration  of  the  Public  School  System,  to  remove 
any  Examiner  or  Teacher  who  may  be  found  to  be  inefficient 
or  incompetent ;  and  to  add  to  the  subjects  in  which  teachers 
are  required,  by  law,  to  be  examined  for  first  or  second  grade 
certificates,  such  other  branches  of  study  as  may  seem  necessary. 

8.  Teachers  appointed  by  the  Board  of  District  Trustees  must  be 
confirmed  by  the  County  School  Board. 

4.  Each  Colored  School  is  placed  under  the  direction  of  a  special 
Board  of  Trustees  appointed  by  the  County  School  Board. 

Outside  of  the  General  School  Law  several  enactments  favorable 
to  popular  education  were  made  by  the  late  Geaeral  Assembly, 
among  which  we  notice  the  following: 

1.  The  appropriation  for  the  support  of  Colored  Schools  was  raised 

from  $50,000  to  $100,000. 

2.  An  appropriation  of  $100,000  was  placed  in  the  hands  of  the 

Hoard  of  Public  Works  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  a  building 
for  the  State  Normal  School. 
l>.  A  donation  of  $1,200  a  year  was  granted  to  Garrett  county  to  be 
applied  to  the  Public  School  Fund  of  the  county,  until  a  High 
School  shall  be  established;  after  which  time  it  is  to  be  ap- 
plied to  the  maintenance  of  the  High  School. 
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4.  The  trustees  of  Salisbury  Academy  were  authorized  to  convey 

the  Academy  property  to  the  Schojol  Commissioners  of  Wicomico 
county  for  the  purpose  and  use  of  a  High  School  for  said  county, 
and  the  annual  donation  of  $400  heretofore  paid  to  the  Academy 
was  transferred  to  the  said  Public  High  School. 

5.  The  trustees  of  Union  Academy,  Worcester  county,  were  author- 

ized to  transfer  the  Academy  property  to  the  School  Commis 
sioners  to  be  sold  by  them,  and  the  proceeds  applied  to  the 
building  of  a  High  School. 

G.  The  sum  of  $1,000  a  year,  for  five  years  (in  addition  to  the  pre- 
vious annual  donatiou  of  $600)  was  granted  to  the  Cambridge 
Female  Seminary,  to  be  applied  to  building  purposes,  or  to  the 
purchase  of  philosophical  apparatus  or  books. 

7.  The  sum  of  $2,000  a  year  (in  addition  to  the  previous  donation  of 

$3,375)  was  granted  to  Washington  College  for  the  purpose  of 
educating,  "free  of  charge  for  tuition,  board,  books  and  sta- 
tionery," six  additional  students  from  the  counties  of  the  Eastern 
Shore. 

8.  The  sum  of  $1,000  a  year  for  five  years  and  no  longer  was  ap- 

propriated to  the  use  and  benefit  of  Charlotte  Hall  School  of 
Saint  Mary's  county. 

In  obedience  to  the  requirements  of  the  law  the  State  Board 
adopted  and  published  in  September  last  a  code  of  by-laws  "for  the 
administration  of  the  Public  School  System,"  which  it  is  believed 
will  prove  of  great  service  to  School  Commissioners,  Trustees,  Exami- 
ners, Teachers  and  pupils.  Two  of  these  by-laws  deserve  special 
mention  :  1st.  A  uniform  system  of  classification,  and  a  regular 
schedule  of  study  are  prescribed  for  the  primary  schools,  and 
the  lower  classes  of  graded  schools,  in  the  State.  The  enforce- 
ment of  this  rule  will  prevent,  in  a  great  measure,  the  waste  of  time 
and  labor  caused  by  the  frequent  change  of  teachers,  and  will  furnish 
a  standard  by  which  the  attainments  of  a  pupil  can,  at  any  time,  be 
tested.  2d.  A  knowledge  of  elementary  Geometry  and  Physiology 
will  be  required  from  all  teachers  examined  for  certificates  after  the 
first  of  July,  1875. 

In  pursuance  of  the  act  appropriating  $100,000  for  a  building  for 
the  State  Normal  School,  the  Board  of  Public  Works  has  purchased 
a  site,  adopted  plans,  and  placed  the  building  under  contract.  The 
location  chosen  is  in  a  healthy  and  pleasant  section  of  the  city,  oppo- 
site the  southeastern  corner  of  Lafayette  Square.  The  design  is 
at  once  handsome,  simple  and  convenient, — promising  the  maximum 
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of  accommodation  for  the  minimum  of  cost.  If  no  unlookcd  for 
contingency  occurs,  the  house  will  be  completed  in  the  Fall,  and  at 
an  expense  not  greater  than  the  appropriation. 

It  is  not  the  intention  of  the  Board  to  ask,  at  present,  for  any 
further  changes  in  the  School  Law ;  not  because  ft  is  impossible  to 
suggest  valuable  improvements,  but  because  the  capabilities  of  the 
law,  as  it  stands,  have  not  yet  been  fully  tested.  When  the  practi- 
cal operatiou  of  the  School  System  shall  have  been  brought  into 
strict  conformity  with  the  letter  and  the  spirit  of  the  existing  law,  we 
shall  see  clearly  what  additional  legislation  is  needed  for  the  further 
improvement  of  the  system.  It  will  be  sufficient  for  the  present  to 
indicate  the  direction  in  which,  when  the  proper  time  comes,  a 
change  can  be  made  with  a  certainty  of  good  results. 

The  schools  need  to  be  visited  more  frequently  by  persons 
thoroughly  qualified  to  superintend  and  direct  their  operation. 
Reason  and  experience  alike  testify  lhat  skilful  superinten- 
dence is  necessary  to  the  efficiency  of  any  enterprise  in  which 
the  labors  of  many  individuals  must  co-operate  in  order  to 
produce  the  desired  result.  The  man  who  should  set  fifteen 
hundred  hands  at  work  in  a  cotton  factory  without  an  over- 
seer to  co-ordinate  their  labors  would  be  considered  unworthy 
Of  the  confidence,  and  even  the  respect,  of  business  men. — 
And  the  case  is.  not  altered  when  instead  of  '  hands'1  we  read 
''heads1'  and  instead  of  "factory''  we  read  "schools.'1  If  a  pupil  re- 
ceived all  his  instruction  from  one  teacher,  nothing  more  might  he 
necessary  than  to  secure  a  good  teacher  and  give  him  carte  blanche. 
But  as  during  the  eight  or  nine  years  of  his  school  life  he  will,  in 
all  probability,  come  under  the  care  of  ten  or  more  different  teachers 
it  becomes  a  matter  of  prime  necessity  to  make  sure  that  each  teacher, 
contributes  his  proper  share,  at  the  proper  time,  to  the  general  re- 
sull  ;  and  that  no  teacher  shall  be  allowed  to  waste  time  in  undoing 
or  doing  again  the  work  of  a  predecessor.  A  school  system  is  not  a 
mere  agglomeration  of  schools.  A  system  implies  persistency  of  plan  5 
continuity  of  labor,  though  the  laborers  may  be  changed  ;  and  the 
co-operation  and  mutual  support  of  all  who  are  employed  under  it. 
These  advantages  cannot  be  obtained  without  effective  super  in  ten. 
dence.  The  superintendence  needed  is  of  two  kinds,  central  and 
local.  , 

L  Central. — This  function  is  at  present  discharged  by  the 
State  Board  of  Education,  whose  powers,  under  the  late  amendments 
to  the  law,  arc  now  sufficient  for  the  purpose  in  view,  which  is  main- 
ly to  ensure  a  faithful  compliance  with  the  law  by  all  the  parties 
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concerned.  The  most  laborious  part  of  the  work  necessarily  devolves 
on  the  Principal  of  the  State  Normal  School,  who  is  declared  by  a 
by-law  of  the  State  Board  to  be  ex-officio  State  Superintendent. — 
But  the  rapid  increase  of  labor  both  in  the  Normal  School  and  in 
the  Superintendent's  office,  points  to  a  time,  fast  approaching,  when 
the  duties  of  both  can  no  longer  be  discharged,  even  approximately, 
by  one  man.  The  appointment  of  a  State  Superintendent,  therefore, 
who  should  have  no  other  public  duties  than  those  belonging  to  his 
office,  will  soon  b2  a  necessity,  as  it  would  even  now  be  a  very  great 
advantage. 

2.  Local. — The  School  Examiners  arc  the  County  Superinten- 
dents ;  they  are  required  to  visit  the  schools  at  least  twice  a  year  in 
the  larger  counties,  and  three  times  a  year  in  the  smaller.  In  some 
counties  these  visits  are  made  punctually  and  faithfully  ;  but  in  the 
larger  counties,  it  is  simply  impossible  for  one  man  to  visit  all  the 
schools  twice  a  year  and  to  perform  all  the  other  duties  imposed 
by  the  law.  The  number  of  official  visits  paid  this  year  falls  short 
of  the  number  required  by  more  than  a  thousand.  The  present  law 
authorizes  the  County  School  Boards  to  appoint  an  assistant  Ex- 
aminer when  the  number  of  schools  exceeds  85,  and  the  State  Board 
will  use  their  influence  to  have  this  provision  carried  into  effect 
during  the  present  year;  but  we  cannot  consider  the  system  of 
superintendence  perfect,  unless  the  schools  are  inspected  and 
thoroughly  examined  once  a  quarter  ;  and  this  cannot  be  done  un- 
less we  have  one  Inspector  for  every  fifty  schools.  Such  inspection 
need  not  be  costly.  Five  per  cent,  of  the  money  annually  expended 
on  the  schools  ($883,000)  would  be  amply  sufficient.  It  is  poor 
economy  to  withhold  the  comparatively  small  sum  that  is  necessary 
to  make  the  larger  sum  effective. 

COLLEGES. 

The  condition  of  the  colleges,  supported  wholly  or  in  part  by 
State  Donations,  is  exhibited  briefly  in  Table  "I." 

St.  John's  College,  Annapolis,  reports  130  students  for  the 
year,  of  whom  71  were  in  the  collegiate,  and  59  in  the  Preparatory 
Department.  The  number  of  graduates  at  last  commencement  was 
eight.  The  College  property  is  valued  at  $230,000  ;  the  Library 
contains  4,000  volumes  ;  the  value  of  scientific  apparatus  is  reported 
as  "not  estimated."  The  annual  State  Donation  is  $25,000,  of 
which  $10,000  is  appropriated  to  the  boarding  of  fifty  students — two 
from  each  senatorial  district  — appointed  by  the  County  School 
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Coinmissioners,  and  approved  by  the  State  Senator  of  the  district. 
The  wants  and  aspirations  of  the  college  were  so  fully  presented  by 
the  Principal  in  a  late  report  to  the  Legislature,  that  it  is  deemed 
unnecessary  to  do  more  than  refer  to  that  paper,  which  is  printed  in 
the  Appendix. 

The  Agricultural  College  reports  91  students  for  the  year 
ending  July  1814,  as  compared  with  130  in  1873,  and  147  in  1872. 
The  number  of  students  in  attendance  at  present,  (January  1875,) 
is  33,  of  whom  about  one-half  are  in  the  Collegiate,  and  the  remain- 
der in  the  Preparatory  Department.  The  decrease  in  the  attendance 
has  been  accompanied  by  a  large  increase  of  the  debt  of  the  col- 
lege. The  annual  income,  exclusive  of  money  received  on  account 
of  boarding,  is  over  $12,000.  The  State  owns  one-half  of  the  col- 
lege property,  and  the  State's  interest  is  represented  by  four  mem- 
bers out  of  eleven,  in  the  Board  of  Trustees.  Efforts  are  being 
made  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  to  restore  the  prestige  and  reduce 
the  indebtedness  of  the  College ;  and  though  the  State  Board  of 
Education  do  not  approve  of  the  details  of  the  plan  adopted 
by  a  majority  of  the  Trustees,  and  will  not  be  held  responsible  for 
its  success,  yet  they  are  unwilling  to  embarrass  the  operations  of 
their  colleagues  by  unfavorable  comments  at  this  critical  time,  and 
therefore  refrain  from  going  into  details  until  the  crisis  which  they 
are  unable  to  avert  shall  have  passed. 

Washington  College,  Kent  county,  reports  27  students  in  at- 
tendance during  the  scholastic  year.  There  were  three  gradu- 
ates at  the  last  commencement,  "all  of  whom  were  of  good  standing  " 
The  Faculty  has  been  re-organized,  and  Prof.  W.  J.  Rivers  appointed 
Principal.  The  Visitors  report,  that  they  "have  assigned  by  lot, 
among  the  different  counties  of  the  Eastern  Shore,  the  six  beneficiary 
students  provided  for  by  the  Act  of  1874,  Chapter  282,  which  Act 
does  not  fix  the  mode  of  assignment  among  the  said  several  counties. 
The  following  counties  were  drawn  :  Cecil,  Talbot,  Dorchester,  Som- 
erset, Wicomico  and  Worcester,  and  the  Orphans' Courts  of  tbesj 
counties  were  promptly  notified,  and  have  all  taken  the  necessary 
.steps  to  (ill  the  appointments.  The  counties  wliich  drew  l)lank<  are 
Caroline,  Queen  Anne's  and  Kent,  and  under  the  action  of  the  Board 
these  counties  will  le  entitled  to  till  vacancies  arising  under  this 
Act,  in  the  order  of  their  drawing.  The  Visitors  have  also  arranged 
for  the  judicious  expenditure  of  the  fund  provided  by  the  Act  just 
mentioned;  for  the  improveu.ent   of  the  College  Library  and  philo- 
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sophical  apparatus — when  said  fund  is  received.  The  Chemical  and 
Philosophical  Department  is  in  charge  of  a  gentleman  of  fine  scien- 
tific attainments,  and  great  zeal  in  the  advancement  of  his  pupils." 

STATE   NORMAL  SCHOOL. 

The  whole  number  of  students  enrolled  during  the  year  ending' 
May  31st,  18*74,  was  174,  being  an  increase  of  28  on  the  preceding* 
year.  Every  county  in  the  State  had  its  representatives,  with  the 
exception  of  Charles  and  Caroline.  The  number  of  graduates  at  the 
last  commencement  was  21.  No  change  has  been  made  in  the  gene- 
ral management  of  the  school  since  its  first  organization.  Teachers 
have  been  added  from  time  to  time,  as  increase  of  numbers  required- 
but  thfc  school  has  had  the  same  Principal  and,  in  the  main,  the 
same  teachers  for  nine  years.  The  improvements  which  are  con- 
templated are  necessarily  postponed  until  the  new  building  shall 
be  ready  for  occupancy. 

The  Normal  School  for  the  education  of  Colored  Teachers  con- 
tinues to  do  good  service.  The  number  of  pupils  during  the  year  was 
246.  The  demand  for  colored  teachers  is  so  great  that  it  is  impossible 
to  keep  students  at  school  long  enough  to  become  thoroughly  qualified 
for  their  work.  But  even  a  partial  preparation  is  of  great  advantage 
to  them  and  to  the  pupils  that  come  under  their  care  ;  aud  then- 
superiorty  to  untrained  teachers  is  easily  seon  in  the  school- 
room. 

During  the  Summer,  Alex.  Chaplain,  Esq.,  Examiner  of  Talbot 
county,  opened  a  Normal  School  for  the  instruction  of  colored  teach, 
ers,  and  took  charge  of  it  himself.  It  was  well  attended  by  teachers 
and  those  who  desired  to  become  teachers,  not  only  from  Talbot 
county  but  from  tbe  adjoining  counties,  and  from  the  State  of  Del- 
aware. They  were  anxious  to  learn,  and  under  their  able  and  en- 
thusiastic instructor  made  good  progress.  At  the  close  of  the  ses- 
sion the  most  promising  students  were  selected  to  fill  the  vacant 
Colored  Schools  in  the  county,  and  many  of  the  remainder, found 
similar  employment  elsewhere. 

COLORED  SCHOOLS. 

The  Colored  Schools  labor  under  the  disadvantages  of  an  insufficient 
supply  of  suitable  school-houses  and  a  lack  of  competent  teachers  ; 
and  it  must  take  some  years  to  supply  these  wants  fully.  Some  of 
the  houses  occupied  by  Colored  Schools  are  among  the  best  in  the 
State,  but  there  are  neighborhoods  where  no  suitable  house  can  be. 
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obtained-  The  County  School  Boards  are  doing  all  they  ean,  under 
the  circumstances,  to  remedy  these  deficiencies,  and  the  large  in- 
crease in  the  number  of  schools,  teachers  and  pupils,  during  the 
year,  is  an  evidence  of  their  faithfulness  to  the  trust  confided  in 
them.  These  schools  share  equally  with  the  white  schools  the 
superintendence  of  the  Examiners ;  and,  so  far  as  has  come  to  the 
notice  of  this  Board,  all  classes  of  the  community  are  willing  and 
anxious  that  the  colored  people  should  reap  the  full  benefit  of  the 
educational  privileges  granted  by  the  liberality  of  the  State. 

THE  DEAF  AND  DUMB,  AND  THE  BLIND. 

The  Institution  for  the  Education  of  the  Deaf  and  Dumb, 
was  established  by  Act  of  the  Legislature,  passed  in  March,  1867. 
The  organization  was  effected  during  the  ensuing  year,  and  the 
school  was  formally  opened  in  September  1868.  The  Institution  is 
controlled  by  a  Board  of  Visitors,  appointed  by  State  authority,  and 
composed  of  prominent  citizens  from  all  parts  of  the  State. 

The  object  of  this  Institution,  is  to  provide  the  means  of  education 
for  the  deaf  and  dumb  children  of  the  State.  It  is  in  no  sense  an 
asylum.  Pupils  are  received  for  instruction,  and  not  for  medical 
treatment.  If,  from  mental  defects,  the  pupil  cannot  be  profited  by 
the  course  of  instruction,  he  is  not  retained.  The  privileges  of  the 
school  are  free  to  all  who  are  unable  to  pay. 

A  period  of  seven  years  is  required  to  complete  the  course  of 
stud}^.  Comparatively  few,  however,  remain  the  allotted  time. 
Since  the  establishment  of  the  school,  one  hundred  and  forty-six 
pupils  have  been  admitted,  of  whom  eighty-nine  remain — the  major- 
ity of  these  having  entered  during  the  past  three  years. 

Pupils,  when  admitted,  have  no  knowledge  of  language,  hence, 
the  first  attention  must  be  given  to  this  subject.  The  Sign  Lan- 
guage is  used  to  convey  ideas,  and  is  indispensable  in  the  work  of 
the  school-room.  It  is  not,  however,  the  end  and  aim  of  instruc- 
tion, but  merely  the  auxiliary,  used  when  needed,  and  dispensed 
with  as  soon  as  a  knowledge  of  written  language  renders  it  possible. 

A  course  of  three  years  is  required  for  the  study  of  the  meaning  of 
words,  the  construction  of  sentences,  and  the  principles  underlying 
written  language.  During  this  time  the  laws  of  grammar  are  taught . 
and  considerable  progress  is  made  in  Arithmetic,  without,  however, 
the  use  of  a  text-book.  At  the  end  of  this  time,  the  branches  taught 
in  Common  Schools  are  introduced,  such  as  Geography,  History,-  &c. 
The  pupils'  knowledge  of  language  is  still  quite  limited,  and  his 
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studies  are  pursued  under  unusual  difficulties.  From  the  beginning 
to  the  end  of  his  course,  the  study  of  written  language  is  regarded 
as  of  the  highest  importance,  and  receives  more  attention  than  any 
other  study.  Exercises  in  English  Composition  are  required  daily. 
In  the  most  advanced  class,  Physiology,  Natural  Philosophy,  Chem- 
istry and  Botany  are  taught. 

Two  of  the  graduates  have  become  teachers;  and  others,  as  indepen- 
dent and  useful  citizens,  are  giving  proof  of  the  value  of  their 
training. 

Eight  teachers  are  employed,  most  of  them  having  had  several 
years  of  experience  in  this  work,  and  all  of  them  specially  trained 
for  it. 

The  Principal  is  an  experienced  teacher  and  has  made  the  in- 
struction of  the  deaf  and  dumb  his  life  work. 

An  important  feature  of  this  Institution  is  the  department  of 
trades,  the  object  of  which  is  to  teach  habits  of  industry,  and  also, 
to  provide  the  means  of  livelihood  after  the  school  life  is  ended. 

If  all  the  deaf  and  dumb  of  the  State,  who  are  of  a  proper  school 
age,  were  received,  the  number  iu  attendance  would  be  doubled. — 
In  order  to  reach  all  of  this  class,  the  kind  interest  and  aid  of  the 
benevolent,  and  of  the  friends  of  education  throughout  the  State  are 
earnest \y  solicited. 

The  Maryland  Institution  for  the  Instruction  o  f  the  Blind  was 
organized  in  1853.  As  its  name  indicates,  the  object  of  the  Institu. 
tion  is  the  education  of  the  Blind.  Since  its  organization  it  has  re- 
ceived 161  blind  persons.    There  are  in  it  at  present  55  pupils. 

This  is  not  an  asylum,  but  a  school  where  the  young  Blind  may 
obtain  a  similar  education  to  that  furnished  other  children  by  the 
Public  Schools  of  the  State. 

Much  attention  is  paid  to  music,  both  vocal  and  instrumental. — 
Piano  tuning  and  various  branches  of  handicraft  are  successfully 
taught,  selecting  such  as  are  best  adapted  to  the  peculiar  conditian 
of  the  Blind,  as  worsted  work,  knitting  and  crocheting,  sewing 
and  use  of  sewing  machines  for  the  girls  ;  broom  and  mattress 
making,  and  cane-seating  for  the  boys. 

About  sixty  per  cent,  of  the  blind  children  of  our  State  have  avail- 
ed themselves  of  the  benefits  of  the  Institution  ;  this  leaves  forty  per 
cent,  to  grow  up  in  ignorance.  While  the  State  of  Maryland  has 
made  ample  provision  for  the  education  of  every  blind  child,  both 
white  and  colored,  we  have  great  difficulty  sometimes  in  persuading 
the  parents  of  the  unfortunate  children  to  send  them  to  school. — 
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The  Institution  is  in  a  flourishing  condition,  and  we  should  be  glad 
to  extend  its  benefits  to  every  blind  child  in  the  State. 

The  Institution  for  the  Colored  Blind  and  Deaf  Mutes,  at  92 
South  Broadway,  although  a  separate  and  distinct  establishment,  is 
under  the  supervision  of  this  Institution.  The  colored  children  of 
our  State,  both  the  Blind  and  the  Deaf  and  Dumb,  there  receive  a 
practical  education,  and  are  taught  some  useful  occupation.  There 
are  25  pupils  in  the  School,  14  Blind  and  11  Deaf  mutes.  The  In- 
stitution has  been  in  operation  about  three  years. 

JOHNS  HOPKINS  UNIVERSITY. 

This  Institution  has  not  yet  been  organized.  The  presidency  has 
been  offered  to  President  Oilman,  of  the  University  of  California, 
and  it  is  understood  that  he  will  accept,  and  that  an  organization 
will  be  effected  under  his  auspices.  Counsel  has  been  taken  with 
some  of  the  most  distinguished  educators  in  the  country,  and  al- 
though the  Trustees  have  not  committed  themselves  to  any  definite 
line  of  action,  it  may  be  said  that  their  intention  is  to  establish  the 
University  on  a  broad,  national  basis,  and,  at  the  same  time,  en- 
courage, as  far  as  possible,  local  educational  interests.  Whether  it 
will  follow  cautiously  in  the  footsteps  of  our  oldest  and  most  sucess- 
ful  colleges,  or  will  avail  itself  of  its  peculiar  facilities  for  making  a 
sew  departure,  and  place  itself  at  the  head  of  the  new  education, 
time  only  can  tell.  The  Trustees  have  been  busy  during  the  year 
under-draining  and  planting  the  grounds,  so  that  a  Clifton''  will  be 
not  only  one  of  the  most  beautiful,  but  also  one  of  the  most  healthy 
of  the  many  charming  places  in  the  vicinity  of  Baltimore. 

HIGH  SCHOOLS  AND  ACADEMIES. 

Some  progress  has  been  made  during  the  year  in  the  way  of  es- 
tablishing Public  High  Schools.  The  old  Academy,  sleepy  and 
respectable,  stands  in  the  way  of  the  young,  vigorous,  democratic 
High  School.  The  Academy  has  a  donation  from  the  State  too 
small  to  keep  it  alive  and  too  large  to  allow  it  to  die,  and  so  it  hangs 
between  the  living  and  the  dead,  and  bars  the  way  to  improvement. 
While  primary  education  is  steadily  advancing  and  giving  promise 
of  a  future  far  outshining  its  past,  secondary  and  higher  educa- 
tion is  cither  standing  still  or  going  backward.  Maryland  was 
once  noted  for  its  numerous  and  excellent  classical  Schools.  Yet  so 
low  has  classical  learning  sunk  in  popular  estimation,  and  so  little 
prepared  were  the  people  to  take  advantage  of  any  additional  facili- 
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ties  in  this  direction,  that  when  the  State  offered  free  boarding,  lodg- 
ing, tuition  and  books  in  St.  John's  College  to  fifty  young  men, 
(two  from  each  Senatorial  district)  fifty  could  not  be  found  compe- 
tent to  enter  the  Freshman  class,  and  willing  to  accept  the  advan- 
tages offered. 

The  State  pays  more  than  $80,000  a  year,  nominally  for  the  en- 
couragement of  Colleges  and  Academies ;  a  sum  large  enough  to 
support  one  good  College  at  $40,000,  and  ten  good  preparatory 
Schools  at  $4,000  each;  but  which  being  frittered  away  on  six 
Colleges  (?)  and  twenty-three  Academies  and  Seminaries,  leaves  us 
so  badly  provided  with  the  means  of  higher  education,  that  many  of 
our  citizens  prefer  to  send  their  children  out  of  the  State  for  colle- 
giate, and  even  for  preparatory  instruction.  We  spend  money 
enough  to  have  it  otherwise ;  but  wherefore  "spend  money  for  that 
which  is  not  bread?"  If  our  College  and  Academy  system  cannot 
be  reformed,  it  should  be  revolutionized. 

teachers'  institutes. 

In  no  department  of  the  Public  School  System  has  the  revival  been 
more  apparent  than  in  the  Teachers'  Institute.  The  law  of  1868 
which  required  these  meetings  to  be  held  "during  vacation,"  came 
near  depriving  the  State  of  this  valuable  adjunct  of  the  School  System  : 
for  it  was  found  to  be  next  to  impossible  to  bring  the  teachers'  together 
after  the  school  work  of  the  year  was  finished,  and  when  many  of 
them  had  left  for  their  homes.  But  with  the  authority  to  hold  an 
Institute  at  any  season  that  may  be  most  convenient,  the  success  of 
the  enterprise  was  assured.  An  Institute  was  held  during  the  Sum- 
mer or  Fall  of  1874,  in  the  the  following  counties :  Allegany,  Anne 
Arundel,  Calvert,  Caroline,  Carroll,  Cecil,  Charles,  Frederick,  Gar- 
rett, Harford,  Howard,  Kent,  Prince  George's,  Queen  Anne's  St. 
Mary's,  Washington  and  Wicomico ;  at  all  of  which  the  Principal  of 
the  State  Normal  School  presided.  In  Baltimore  county  there  were 
held  four  meetings  of  the  "Teachers'  Association,"  each  continuing 
two  days.  With  two  exceptions,  (Charles  and  Garrett,)  these  meet- 
ings were  very  largely  attended,  more  than  ninety  per  cent,  of  the 
teachers  of  the  county  being  present.  In  some  instances  every  teacher, 
except  those  known  to  be  sick,  answered  to  his  name  at  roll-call.  The 
first  and  only  Institute  that  ever  met  in  St.  Mary's  county,  was  held 
at  Lenardtown  in  the  beginning  of  October ;  the  time  seemed  unpropi- 
tious,  for  it  was  on  the  eve  of  an  exciting  election ;  but  both  teachers 
and  citizens  turned  out  en  masse,  and  the  citizens  vied  with  the  teach- 
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ers  in  their  enthusiasm.  It  was  a  week  of  awakening,  and  we  look 
for  great  results  from  the  beginning  then  made. 

The  Institutes  at  Frederick  and  Hagerstown  deserve  notice  as 
being  the  largest  educational  meetings  ever  held  in  the  State. 

In  addition  to  the  topics  usually  discussed  in  such  assemblies,  much 
time  was  given  to  a  full  consideration  of  the  new  classification  and 
schedule  of  studies  adopted  by  the  State  Board  of  Education  for  use 
throughout  the  schools  of  the  State.  There  was  at  first  a  great  dif- 
ference of  opinion  among  the  teachers;  some  thinking  the  scheme 
theoretically  good,  but  impracticable;  some  thinking  it  neither  good 
nor  practicable,  and  a  large  majority,  while  approving  the  design, 
being  very  doubtful  as  to  their  probable  success  in  carrying  it  out.  A 
free  interchange  of  opinions,  and  a  full  explanation  of  the  purpose  of 
the  new  plan,  and  of  the  advantages  which  would  follow  from  its 
adoption,  almost  always  led  to  a  hearty  approval  of  the  "Graded 
System  ;"  and  the  results  so  far  have  surpassed  our  most  sanguine 
expectations.

We  take  pleasure  in  again  submitting  the  Annual  Keport  of  the 
Public  Schools  of  Allegany  county,  for  the  year  beginning  October 
1st,  18T3,  and  ending  September  30th,  1874. 

This  being  the  first  Report  from  Allegany  county  since  the  cur- 
tailment of  her  boundaries  by  the  creation  of  Garrett  county  out  of 
her  territory,  the  statistics  relating  to  the  year  1873,  are  conse- 
quenty  approximated. 

We  closed  the  fiscal  year  with  a  debt  of  five  thousand  seven  hun- 
dred and  fifty  dollars,  ($5,750.00,)  due  on  school  buildings  and 
furniture. 

We  received  from  the  State  for  colored  schools,  two  hundred  and 
thirty  and  dollars,  ($23-0.85,)  and  spent  for  the  same,  nine  hun- 
dred and  forty-two  and         dollars,  (  $942.56.) 

We  desire  to  again  express  our  thanks  for  the  prompt  and  accom- 
modating manner  the  County  Treasurer  has,  from  time  to  time, 
answered  the  wishes  of  the  School  Board, 

The  lengthening  of  the  school  }rear  from  seven  and  a-half  months 
to  ten  months  is  in  the  near  future ;  when  that  much  to  be  desired 
end  is  attained,  we  will  be  able  to  say  that  we  have  a  complete 
school  system. 

Teachers  are  more  alive  than  ever  to  the  importance  of  making 
their  schools  effective,  and  a  laudable  emulation  to  surpass  each 
other  in  all  the  appointments  of  a  good  school,  is  producing  excel- 
lent results.

Dear  Sir : — The  Report  of  School  Statistics  for  Anne  Arundel 
county,  by  the  Board  of  School  Commissioners,  for  the  fiscal  year 
ending  September  30th,  1874,  is  herewith  submitted. 

The  County  Commissioners  have  levied  the  amount  asked  for  by 
the  School  Board,  seventeen  cents  on  the  one  hundred  dollars,  which 
amounts  to  $15,81*7.31,  a  sum  sufficient  to  meet  all  the  necessary 
expenses  of  the  Schools. 

The  County  Levy  for  Public  Schools  is  now  paid  by  the  Collec- 
tors directly  to  the  School  Board.  This  arrangement  has  worked 
advantageously,  and  has  enabled  the  Board  to  pay  off  nearly  the 
whole  amount  due  the  Teachers. 

Seventeen  Colored  Schools,  numbering  913  pupils,  with  an  aver" 
age  attendance  of  408,  have  been  in  operation  during  the  past  scho- 
lastic year. 

The  Teachers'  Institute,  held  by  you  on  the  12th,  13th  and  14th 
of  October,  has  been  productive  of  much  good.  It  has  infused  into 
the  Teachers  a  spirit  of  energy  and  emulation  which  will  eventuate 
in  the  improved  condition  of  their  schools. 

The  grading  of  the  schools  according  to  the  classification  and 
schedule  of  studies  prepared  by  the  State  Board  of  Education  will 
result  in  the  advancement  of  the  scholars,  furnishing  a  <;  continuity 
of  school  work  "  in  every  way  beneficial  to  the  pupils 

The  Maryland  School  Journal,  a  publication  designed  to  awaken 
and  keep  awake  the  people  on  educational  subjects,  should  be  widely 
circulated  in  our  State.  There  is  certainly  no  subject  of  more  im- 
portance than  the  education  of  our  children,  who  are  to  become  the 
future  citizens  and  rulers  of  our  community.

Secretary  State  Board  of  Education  : 
I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  herewith,  the  Report  of  the  Public- 
Schools  of  Baltimore  county,  for  the  scholastic  year  ending  June 
30th,  1874,  and  the  fiscal  year  ending  September  30th,  1814. 

During  the  year  1873,  the  highest  number  of  pupils  enrolled  in 
one  term,  was  5,899.  During  the  year  1874,  the  highest  number 
was  7,210,  being  an  increase  of  1,311.  The  number  of  different 
pupils  for  1873,  was  9,051,  and  for  1874,  10,519,  an  increase  of 
1,468.  This  increase  is  evidence  of  the  fact  that  our  schools  are 
steadily  and  rapidly  growing  in  public  favor,  and  this  result  can 
only  be  attributed  to  their  greater  efficiency,  and  to  improvements 
in  the  condition  of  school-houses.  As  the  quality  of  teaching  im- 
proves, and  as  our  school-houses  become  better  fitted  for  the  accom- 
modation of  pupils,  in  that  proportion  will  there  be  an  increase  in 
the  attendance. 

If  it  be  asked  whence  come  these  pupils,  it  may  be  answered  that 
they  are  the  children,  first,  of  those  citizens  who  have  heretofore  been 
sending  to  private  schools;  and,  secondly,  of  those  who  are  just  be- 
ginning to  see  the  importance  and  necessity  of  educating  their  chil- 
dren. That  there  are  persons  who  have  been  negligent  of  their  duty 
in  this  particular  is  a  lamentable  fact,  but  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the 
time  is  soon  coming  when  none  such  will  be  found,  ^'ome  of  our 
citizens  have  heretofore  refused  to  send  their  children  to  the  public 
schools,  because  they  did  not  look  upon  them  as  schools  of  respectable 
standing.  It  has  taken  many  3 ears  of  labor  on  the  part  of  those 
connected  with  public  schools,  to  secure  for  them  such  recognition  as 
they  are  entitled  to,  and  to  place  them  in  "good  society."  It  is 
true  that  they  have  not  always  furnished  the  educational  advantages 
which  the  public  had  reason  to  expect;  but  a  successful  effort  has 
been  made  to  remedy  this  defect.  No  system  can  meet  the  popular 
demand  that  provides  for  instruction  in  the  lowest  branches  only.  A 
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more  extended  course  is  necessary,  in  order  that  the  benefits  of  the 
system  may  be  enjoyed  by  all.  There  must  undoubtedly  be  a  limit 
in  this  direction.  Whether  our  Board  has  reached  that  limit  yet  or 
not,  it  certainly  has  not  gone  beyond  it.  The  increased  attendance 
of  the  past  year,  indicates  that  every  step  taken  to  elevate  the  stand* 
ing  of  our  schools,  has  been  in  the  right  direction. 

Of  the  school-houses  built  during  the  year,  No.  5?  First  District, 
is  one  of  the  most  substantial.  It  is  of  stone,  and  was  built  under 
the  superintendence  of  Z.  M.  Isaac,  on  a  lot  donated  by  George  J. 
Appold,  Esq.  The  house  at  Powhattan,  iNo.  T,  Second  District,  is 
also  built  of  stone.  The  work  was  done  by  B.  F.  Peregoy,  and  the 
lot  donated  by  W.  F.  Slothower,  Esq.  The  house  at  Woodberry, 
No.  5,  Third  District,  has  been  enlarged  by  a  two-story  brick  addi- 
tion, so  that  it  will  now  accommodate  three  hundred  pupils.*  The 
work  was  done  by  John  T.  Marshall.  School-House  10,  Seventh 
District,  is  the  only  frame  house  built  by  the  Board  during  the  year. 

The  house  at  Phoenix,  No.  8,  Tenth  District,  is  a  stone  house,  with 
two  rooms,  capable  of  accommodating  one  hundred  pupils.  The  lot 
was  donated  by  the  Phoenix  Manufacturing  Company,  and  the  work 
done  by  S.  F.  Butler.  The  house  at  Monkton,  No.  10,  same  district, 
is  a  brick  house  with  two  rooms,  built  by  Samuel  Miller.  One-half 
of  the  cost  of  the  lot  was  paid  for  by  the  neighborhood.  School- 
house  No.  3,  Eleventh  District,  and  No.  1,  Twelfth  District,  Canton, 
have  each  been  enlarged  by  an  additional  room.  Near  the  close  of 
the  year,  work  was  commenced  on  the  Clifton  and  Reistertown  school, 
houses  The  County  Commissioners  after  earnest  and  repeated  de- 
mands from  the  citizens  of  the  neighborhood,  to  supply  the  money 
necessary  for  the  enlargement  of  the  house  first  mentioned,  made  a 
special  appropriation  of  four  thousand  dollars  for  that  purpose.  The 
trustees  of  Franklin  Academy,  having  conveyed  the  property  held  by 
them  to  the  School  Board,  the  latter,  according  to  promise,  immedi- 
ately proceeded  to  improve  the  property.  Each  of  thcsj  houses  will 
have  five  large  rooms,  and  will  accommodate  three  hundred  pupils- 
They  will  b3  realy  to  b 3  occupied  early  in  January,  and  will  supply 
a  want  that  has  long  existed  in  each  place. 

The  sum  exp2nded  for  building,  repairing  and  furnishing  school, 
houses,  $25,083.02,  has  fallen  far  short  of  the  demands  that  have 
been  made  for  improvements  really  needed.  There  are  a  number  of 
places  where  school-houses  have  not  yet  been  built,  and  where  the 
increase  in  the  population  demands  the  establishment  of  schools.  In 
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other  places,  the  houses  that  were  built  many  years  ago,  are  in  such 
a  dilapidated  condition,  that  they  are  not  only  unfit  for  occupancy  >■ 
hut  are  not  even  worth  repairing.  The  Eoard  has  been  unable  to  do 
anything  in  these  cases.  All  the  houses  built  during  tbe  past  year 
were  contracted  for  the  preceding  year,  and  in  order  to  meet  the  pay- 
ments on  these,  the  Board  has  been  compelled  to  create  a  heavy  debt. 
After  failing  to  obtain  from  the  County  Commissioners  an  increase 
in  the  levy,  it  was  seen  that  no  appropriation  could  be  made  for 
building  purposes.  This  matter  requires  serious  consideration,  and 
some  provision  ought  to  be  made  to  furnish  every  neighborhood  with 
equal  facilities  for  education.  The  School  Board  alone  has  not  the 
power  to  do  so. 

The  grading  of  schools  has  received  attention  during  the  past  year- 
Almost  all  of  our  teachers  have  seen  the  necessity  for  this  grading  > 
and  consequently  there  has  been  but  little  trouble  in  putting  it  into 
operation.  It  may  be  said,  in  fact,  that  there  has  been  no  objection 
to  it,  the  opposition  amounting  practically  to  nothing.  The  wonder 
is  that  such  has  been  the  case,  as  every  innovation  is  generally  assailed 
with  vigor  before  it  is  accepted.  The  grading  of  a  school  is  merely 
the  introduction  therein  of  order  and  system,  without  which  no  school 
can  be  successfully  conducted.  It  is  impossible  for  a  teacher  to  give 
individual  instruction  to  a  school  of  any  size.  He  must  teach  classes, 
and  the  fewer  classes  he  has,  the  more  instruction  he  can  give  them. 
The  greatest  advantage  of  the  plan,  perhaps,  is  that  it  requires  from 
pupils  the  performance  of  a  certain  amount  of  work  before  they  are 
advanced  to  a  higher  grade.  No  one,  who  has  not  looked  into  the 
matter,  knows  how  much  injury  has  been  done  in  our  schools,  by  per- 
mitting pupils  to  advance  too  rapidly  in  their  studies.  Not  only  have 
teachers  and  pupils  been  to  blame  in  this,  but  parents  also.  The  lat- 
ter too  often  exhibit  an  unwise  anxiety  to  see  their  children  advan- 
cing from  book  to  book,  forgetting  the  fact  that  a  child  may  "go 
through  "  a  book  and  yet  know  nothing  of  its  contents.  Classes  have 
been  met  with,  for  example,  using  the  highest  reading  book  in  the 
schools,  and  unable  to  read  without  spelling,  and  then  mispronoun- 
cing, most  of  the  words.  Again,  classes  have  been  found  half  through 
the  practical  arithmetic,  none  of  whom  had  any  knowledge  of  frac- 
tions. Such  teaching  accomplishes  nothing;  in  fact  it  is  a  mere 
waste  of  the  time  of  both  teacher  and  pupil.  To  be  able  to  say  "  the 
pupil  is  through  the  book,"  is  but  p>or  compensation  when  such  a 
esult  follows.  One  of  the  chief  objects  of  grading  the  schools,  is  to 
remedy  this  evil. 
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Another  end  in  view,  in  the  adoption  of  a  plan  of  classification,  in 
to  bring  about  uniformity  in  the  number  of  recitations  by  each  grade. 
Complaints  have  frequently  been  heard  from  patrons  of  the  public 
schools,  in  various  sections  of  the  county,  that  their  children  have 
had  but  one  or  two  recitations  a  day.  In  a  school  not  graded,  it  is 
extremely  difficult  for  a  teacher  to  avoid  neglecting  some  of  his  pupils, 
particularly  the  smaller  ones.  Under  the  plan  adopted,  each  grade 
has  the  same  number  of  recitations,  occupying  a  specified  period  of 
time. 

To  teach,  is  to  cause  one  to  know,  and  it  is  the  duty  of  the  teacher  to 
labor  faithfully  for  this  result;  and  to  assist  him  materially  in  doing 
this,  he  is  required  to  grade  his  school  The  common  branches  ar: 
the  very  "tools  of  thought,''  and  the  importance  of  a  thorough  ac- 
quaintance with  them  is  beyond  calculation.  These  branches  occupy 
the  time  of  the  teacher  and  pupils  of  our  public  schools  almost  en- 
tirely, and  consequently  the  teaching  of  them  should  be  of  the  best- 
quality,  so  that  the  foundation  laid  therein  may  be  broad  and  solid. 

In  the  report  of  the  year  1873,  reference  was  made  to  some  of  the 
injurious  effects  that  would  result  from  a  failure  to  keep  the  schools 
open  four  terms.  It  is  scarcely  necessary  to  reiterate  them  at  this 
time.  It  is  deemed  proper,  however,  to  call  attention  to  this  subject, 
because  the  Board  has  determined  to  close  the  schools  at  the  end  of 
the  spring  term,  unless  the  County  Commissioners,  before  the  fifteenth 
of  April  next,  signify  to  the  School  Board  their  willingness  to  increase 
the  levy. for  the  public  schools  forthe  year  1375.  The  School  Board 
has  declared  its  inability  to  continue  the  schools  the  full  scholastic 
year  with  the  present  levy.  The  indebtedness  of  the  Board  is  really 
much  greater  than  the  financial  statement  exhibits,  because,  while  the 
receipts  are  given  to  September  30th,  the  expenses  of  the  schools  for 
that  month,  which  is  a  part  of  the  first  quarter  of  the  next  year,  are 
not  shown.  This  debt  will  continue  to  increase  so  that  it  will  be 
necessary  to  suspend  the  schools  for  one  term  in  order  to  pay  it.  If 
for  no  other  consideration,  afc  least  for  the  honor  of  the  county,  it  is 
hoped  that  a  satisfactory  arrangement  will  be  made,  by  which  the 
schools  will  be  kept  open  the  entire  scholastic  year  as  heretofore. 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  cost  of  books  has  been  greater  than  for  the- 
preceding  year.  The  increase  in  the  number  of  pupils,  already  re- 
ferred to,  will  in  a  great  measure  account  for  this.  Another  reason 
is  the  fact  that  school  supplies,  outside  of  the  regular  book  list,  but 
included  in  the  cost  of  books,  to  the  amount  of  $1,800  have  been  fur- 
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nished  the  schools  These  supplies  consist  of  articles  absolutely 
needed  in  tho  school-room,  such  as  black-boards,  outline  maps,  &c. 

The  last  report  showed  fourteen  colored  schools  in  operation.  They 
now  number  twenty-three.  While  the  expanses  of  those  schools  have 
been  greatly  increased,  the  receipts  from  the  State  have  not  been  in 
proportion.  The  latter  amjunted  to  $1,075.29,  and  the  disburse- 
ments $8,194.89.  In  order  to  keep  open  rs  many  colored  schools  as 
possible,  the  Board  has  refused  to  make  any  appropriation  for  rent, 
building  or  repairing.

Sir  : — The  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of  School  Commissioners 
of  Calvert  county,  for  the  year  ending  September  30th,  1874,  is 
herewith  respectfully  submitted : 

The  Board  remains  unchaged  in  its  organization.  On  the  22d  of 
April  last,  the  present  Examiner  was  elected,  and  entered  upon  his 
duties.  He  has  since  then  been  entirely  engaged  in  visiting  the 
schools  of  the  county.  He  was  happy  to  find  them  generally  in 
good  condition,  and  under  the  charge  of  competent  teachers  ;  though 
in  some  instances  occupying  houses  dilapidated  and  sadly  needing 
repairs.  The  present  Report  shows  a  large  increase  in  the  number 
of  white  pupils  for  the  year.  One  new  house  has  been  built. 
The  schools,  with  two  or  three  exception,  from  local  causes,  have 
been  open  during  the  entire  year. 

There  arc  ten  colored  schools  in  the  county.  The  colored  teach- 
ers for  the  past  year,  were  all  females,  and  seem  to  ba  very  well 
fitted  for  their  position.  The  attendance  of  scholars  at  these 
schools  is  pretty  good,  except  in  the  fall  term,  when,  at  some  of  the 
schools  it  is  scarcely  sufficient  to  justify  the  employment  of  a 
teacher 

We  have  inaugurated  the  new  graded  coarse  of  study  under 
favorable  auspices,  and  trust  that  it  will  prov«  to  be  of  valuable 
service  to  both  teachers  and  scholars.

Secretary  State  Board  of  Education  : 
Dear  Sir  : — The  Board  in  making  this,  their  Annual  Report,  are 
pleased  in  being  able  to  speak  in  sonic  respects  favorably  and  hope, 
fully  of  the  condition  and  prospects  of  the  schools  under  their 
charge.  Unmistakably  the  people  are  feeling  a  greater  interest  in 
the  cause  of  education  as  is  evidenced  in  the  expression  in  many 
quarters  of  their  desire  to  secure  the  services  of  good  teachers  and 
the  erection  of  good  and  comely  houses.  The  indifference  that 
heretofore  in  a  great  measure  rested  upon  the  matter  of  scholarly 
attainments  of  their  teachers  and  their  tact  and  efficiency  in  the  use 
of  these  in  the  school  room,  is  sensibly  giving  place  to  higher  and 
better  views.  It  is  certainly  gratifying  to  be  approached  and  hear 
the  appeal :  Give  us  a  good  scholar,  and  a  live,  working  and  intelli- 
gent teacher.  The  teachers  are  also  discerning  the  improvement, 
and  feel  that  they  must  go  onward  and  upward  to  secure  a  demand 
for  their  services,  and  have  them  honored. 

In  order,  among  other  expedients,  to  further  scholarly  and  practi- 
cal competency  in  the  teachers,  the  Board  have  resolved  that  those 
holding  certificates  shall  annually  be  re-examined.  It  is  hoped  that 
this  provision  will  stimulate  to  study  for  riper  attainments  in  all 
the  branches  taught.  There  can  be  no  pride,  but  shame  in  content  - 
mcnt  with  present  acquisitions  and  no  warrant,  for  retention  in 
school  teaching. 

We  all  would  express  our  gratification  and  thanks  for  your  visit 
to  us  last  June.  Your  candor  and  freedom  in  discussing  in  our  In- 
stitute, the  good  and  the  bad,  the  needs  and  shortcomings  in  our 
methods,  teachers  and  school  officers  are,  I  believe,  not  without 
happy  results.  What  teachers  and  spectators  heard  there  awakened 
the  most  interested  attention,  and  led,  I  doubt  not,  to  better  views 
and  a  mor 3  appreciative  insight  into  the  profession  and  art  of  teach- 
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iug.  1  am  sure  it  quickened  a  sense  of  pride,  which  I  trust  will 
lead  on  to  higher  and  more  effective  work.  It  was  a  great  pleasure 
to  hear  the  teachers  express  themselves  as  delighted  and  benefitted 
by  the  exercises  of  the  occasion,  and  we  all  unite  in  welcoming  you 
among  us  next  year. 

Whilst  the  colored  schools  are  making  some  progress  with  their 
very  limited  means  and  time,  what  has  been  done  falls  far  short  of 
the  measure  of  our  desires.  With  the  increased  appropriations  and 
the  effort  the  Board  will  make  to  employ  the  most  competent  teach- 
ers, there  is  hope  of  advance. 

Four  new  school  houses  have  been  built  during  the  year.  The 
one  at  Federalsburg  is  a  structure  of  two  stories,  and  well  furnished 
with  the  most  improved  sittings.  It  is  a  neat  and  attractive  house. 
The  one  at  Bursville,  just  completed,  is  in  a  new  district,  and  was 
built  entirely  through  the  generous  contributions  of  the  neighboring- 
citizens.  We  will  not  be  backward  in  saying,  that  in  Caroline,  the 
people,  especially  in  some  localities,  are  very  liberal  out  of  their 
own  private  means  in  helping  the  Board  in  the  erection  of  school 
houses.  The  Board  expects  to  build  within  the  coming  school  year, 
six  or  eight  houses,  with  great  improvement  upon  the  old  ones;  the 
carpenters  are  now  at  work  on  six  of  these,  and  hope  to  have  them 
completed  before  Christmas.  The  school  at  Andersontown  is  much 
enlarged,  and  has  two  teachers,  principal  and  assistant.  A  most  en- 
couraging work  is  being  done  here. 

The  Board  of  County  Commissioners  gave  us  a  levy  for  1 874— '75. 
of  $9,900.  $7,000  of  this  sum  for  operating  the  school,  and  $2,900 
for  building  and  repairs.  The  close  of  the  financial  year  leaves  the 
Board  free  from  debt.

Dear  Sir : — The  Annual  Report  of  the  Public  Schools  of  Carroll 
county,  for  the  year  ending  September  30th,  1874,  is  herewith  re- 
spectfully submitted : 

The  Board  of  County  School  Commissioners  consists  of  William 
Reese,  of  Westminister,  President;  Robert  C.  McKinney,  of  Tane}'- 
town,  Alfred  Zollickoffer,  of  Uniontown,  Francis  L.  Hering,  of  Finks- 
burg,  and  David  Prugh,  of  Freedom  ;  J.  M.  Newson,  of  Westminster, 
serves  as  Examiner,  Secretary  and  Treasurer. 

Our  financial  condition  has  become  more  encouraging,  though  our 
income  is  yet  far  too  small  to  enable  us  to  make  the  system  as  effi- 
cient as  the  law  contemplates.  We  have  a  balance  of  an  old  county 
school  fund,  bearing  interest,  secured  by  judgments  on  real  estate; 
and  in  AYestern  Maryland  Railroad  bonds  invested  several  year* 
ago  and  subsequently  funded,  the  sum  of  about  $11,000.00,  while  our 
debt,  which  was  oppressive  when  the  present  Board  came  into  office, 
is  reduced  to  about  $4,500.00,  which,  however,  can  be  paid  when 
desired  out  of  the  collections  of  the  judgments. 

The  sums  in  the  tables  showing  the  cost  of  the  furniture  and  of 
the  "  school-houses  built  or  enlarged  during  the  year,'' do  not,  in 
every  instance,  show  the  exact  cost  of  each  building,  because  some 
of  them  were  commenced  last  year  and  others  are  not  yet  completed  ; 
but  the  totals  at  the  foot  of  the  table  show  the  exact  amount  paid  for 
those  purposes. 

While  we  have  to  confess  that  a  few  teachers  whom  some  Trus- 
tees still  continue  to  employ,  fail  to  make  any  perceptible  progress 
in  improvement,  it  is  gratifying  to  be  able  to  say  that,  in  general . 
the  teachers  of  Carroll  county  are  making  very  rapid  progress.  Our 
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late  County  Institute  held  in  September  was  in  every  way  successful 
owing  much,  doubtless,  to  the  presence  and  active  participation  of 
yourself,  Dr.  Samuel  Kepler,  Dr.  Hardey  and  Mr.  John  W.  Page,  to 
all  of  whom  w^e  desire  thus  publicly  to  express  our  thankful  ac- 
knowledgments for  their  kindness  in  giving  us  valuable  assistance. 

We  still  have  to  regret  our  inability  to  pay  our  teachers  and  schoo' 
officers  adequate  salaries.  A  committee  of  our  Board  applied  at  the 
proper  time  to  the  County  Commissioners  for  an  increase  of  the 
county  assessment,  but  was  unsuccessful,  and,  consequently,  having 
only  12  cents  on  the  $100,  which  was  the  amount  levied  last  year, 
we  have  not  been  able  to  increase  the  salaries  as  we  desired,  and  as 
justice  demands.  To  do  something,  however,  for  the  encouragement 
of  worthy  teachers,  we  have  formed  a  plan  of  adding  to  the  salaries 
a  small  sum  proportioned  to  the  efficiency  of  the  service  in  securing 
an  increased  per  cent,  of  the  pupils'  attendance.  This  being  a  step 
taken  towards  better  payment  for  better  service,  we  hope  to  b3  able 
to  report  favorably  thereon  in  future. 

The  system  of  School  Trustees,  or  School  District  Boards,  com" 
posed  chifly  of  men  whose  time  is  necessary  to  the  support  of  their 
families,  but  who  receive  no  payment  for  whatever  service  they  may 
have  to  perforin  for  the  schools,  does  not  work  well  in  Carroll  county  ; 
yet  the  members  of  our  Board  individually  prefer  that  the  system 
shall  continue  rather  than  that  the  duties  of  the  Trustees,  embracing 
that  of  the  appointment  of  teachers,  shall  be  imposed  upon  them. 

One  good  effect  of  the  County  Institute  held  recently,  is  the  re- 
organization of  the  local  Teachers'  Associations  all  over  the  county  : 
and  as  these  promise  to  be  entirely  successful,  our  County  Associa- 
tion, it  is  confidently  hoped,  will  hereafter  be  much  more  spirited 
and  beneficial. 

We  have  made  a  separate  tabular  statement  showing  what  has 
been  done  in  relation  to  "  Colored  Schools,''  by  which  it  will 
be  seen  that  our  expenses  for  those  schools  arc  largely  in  excess 
of  the  amount  we  receive  for  their  support. 

We  are  more  than  ever  sensible  of  the  great  benefit  to  be  derived 
from  frequent  visits  to  the  schools  by  the  Examiner,  or  by  some 
qualified  official ;  and  the  individual  members  of  our  Board  have  de- 
voted considerable  time  to  this  work.  The  Examiner  is  chiefly  oc- 
cupied with  office  work [  during  the  Fall  term  when  we  have  com. 
paratively  fair  weather,  and  is.  therefore,  obliged  to  do  his  school

visiting  during  the  severe  winter  months  ;  an!  as  our  roads  are  often 
almost  impassable  at  that  inclement  seasm,  the  labor  and  exposure 
are  excessive ;  and  yet  he  has  visited  nearly  all  our  schools  twice 
during  the  year  and  sonn  of  them  oftencr. 

As  the  following  tables  embrace  all  the  statistics  relative  to  the 
op2ration  of  the  school?,  any  more  extmdel  remarks  would  seem  to 
be  superfluous.

Dear  Sir  : — We  would  report  to  you  that  the  schools  of  Cecil 
county  have  been  kept  open  for  nine  months  daring  the  past  year. 
The  branches  of  an  education  prescribed  by  the  School  Law,  have 
been  taught  with  a  commendable  degree  of  diligence  and  success  on 
the  part  of  the  teachers,  and  with  manifest  improvement  of  the  pupils. 

There  has  been  little  trouble  experienced  in  the  administration  of 
the  schools.  The  confirmation  of  the  appointment  of  the  teachers  by 
the  County  Board,  we  think  a  wise  provision. 

We  have  held  an  institute  under  your  supervision  during  the  year, 
and  we  are  pleased  to  state  with  a  happy  influence  upon  the  mind 
and  character  of  the  teachers,  thus  exercising  a  beneficial  influence 
upon  the  schooL-. 

It  may  be  well  to  state,  that  in  addition  to  the  Normal  Associa- 
tion of  Teachers  of  the  Sixth,  Seventh  and  Eighth  Districts  of  the 
county — two  others  have  been  formed — of  the  same  kind  and  for  the 
same  purpose,  namely:  the  mutual  improvement  of  the  teachers 
themselves,  and  a  more  thorough  qualification  for  the  performance 
of  their  duties  in  the  school-room.  These  associations  embrace  all 
parts  of  the  county,  they  meet  once  a  month,  and  are  efficiently 
cond  acted. 

We  have  finished  two  new  school-houses  during  the  year — and  with 
two  or  three  more,  we  may  rest  from  this  labor  for  years  to  come, 
as  every  school  district  will  then  be  supplied. 

You  will  see  by  the  financial  exhibit  what  our  expenses  have  been, 
and  also  all  our  outstanding  liabilities. 

As  there  shown,  it  will  be  clear  that  if  we  could  obtain  all  our 
n»t  ass  :ts  frmi  the  county,  the  debt  would  be  very  much  reduced 
and  we.  a*  a  Hoard,  be  less  trammeled  in  our  operations. 
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We  have,  in  accordance  with  felis  se'jems  of  classification  adopted 
by  the  State  Board,  directed  the  teachers  to  classify  their  schools  in 
the  beginning  of  the  school  year  in  September.  While  yet  too  early 
to  speak  decidedly  of  its  effjct,  we  believe  it  is  working  well,  both 
for  the  teachers  and  the  pnpils.  It  has  bsen  carried  into  effect  in 
the  schools,  and  will  thin  1)3  tested  as  to  its  merits,  by  the  sure  light 
of  experience. 

We  have  nothing  further  of  special  interest  to  communicate,  save 
to  express  our  desire  for  the  increasing  prosperity  and  efficiency  of 
the  schools,  and  our  earnest  determination  to  do  all  in  our  power  for 
their  welfire.

I  have  the  honor  herewith,  to  transmit  to  you  the  Annual  lieport 
of  Public  Schools  of  Frederick  county,  containing  full  statistical 
tables  of  all  matters  of  school  interests,  a  summary  of  statistics,  and 
the  statement  of  receipts  and  disbursements  for  the  year  ending  Sep. 
tember  30th;  1874. 

The  very  full  and  complete  arrangement  of  statistics,  leaves  little 
room  or  necessity  for  comment.  The  work  of  our  past  year  is  highly 
gratifying.  Our  Report  shews  the  number  of  our  schools,  white 
and  colored,  140;  with  a  total  of  teachers,  1G5;  of  pupils,  white, 
7,950;  colored,  920  ;  total,  8,870:  being  an  iocrease  over  the  pre- 
vious year  of  nearly  400. 

Our  schools  are  steadily  increasing  in  number,  importance  and  in 
work  done.  Our  teachers,  as  a  body,  will  compare  favorably  with  any 
in  the  State.  There  will  be,  among  so  many,  a  few  who  fail  to  advance 
with  the  spirit  of  the  age.  We  have  some  schools  in  remote  dis- 
tricts, which  are  uninviting,  and  to  which,  of  necessity,  small  sala- 
ries are  attached,  which  no  well  qualified  teacher  will  accept;  these 
we  are  obliged  to  fill  with  men  of  small  capabilities,  who  do  not 
come  up  to  the  standard  of  our  examinations. 

Owing  to  the  indebtedness  of  our  Board,  and  to  the  increase  of 
our  schools,  without  corresponding  increase  of  funds,  and  with  a  de- 
sire to  reduce  our  indebtedness,  and  ultimately  to  extinguish  it,  we 
have  limited  our  school  work  during  the  past  year  to  three  terms. 
For  the  same  reasons,  we  ha^e  restricted  our  appropriations  for 
building  new  school-houses  and  repairing  old  ones,  until  our  liabili- 
ties for  old  appropriations  of  this  kind  can  be  met.  We  have,  during 
the  past  year,  paid  on  these  liabilities  for  building  houses,  the  sum 
of  $2,4G5.01.  besides  the  sum  of  $2,904.1G  for  general  repairs. 
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The  Examiner  of  the  county  has  recently  visited  among  others,  two 
new  scbool-houses  just  completed — one  in  School  District  No.  6,  Elec- 
tion District  11 ;  the  other  in  School  District  .No.  3,  Election  District 
8.  These  two  beautiful  brick  school-houses  are  built  in  modern  taste 
and  style,  with  every  arrangement  for  convenience  and  comfort  and 
to  the  credit  of  the  districts,  be  it  spoken,  entirely  at  present  indi- 
vidual cost,  looking  remotely  to  our  Board  to  take  them  at  $500 
each,  less  than  one-half  of  their  cost.  These  are  substantial  and  elo- 
quent tributes  which  the  people  are  bestowing  upon  the  working  of 
our  Public  Schools. 

Our  schools  opened  the  first  of  September  with  unusually  large 
attendance ;  they  are  organizing  under  the  new  system  of  grading, 
which  is  very  acceptable  to  our  teachers,  and  which,  with  fair  trial 
by  teachers,  must  work  good  results  in  our  schools.

Dear  Sir: — We  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  of 
the  Public  Schools  of  Garrett  county,  for  the  year  ending  September 
30th,  1874. 

As  this  is  the  first  report  for  our  new  county,  we  can  make  no 
comparison  in  the  accompanying  tables  with  previous  years  as  to 
the  working  of  the  free  school  system  in  our  county.  We  find, 
however,  by  referring  to  the  last  Annual  Report  of  Allegany 
county,  that  the  total  number  of  pupils  in  attendJbce  during  the 
previous  year,  was  2,364,  while  the  total  number  of  different  pupils 
for  the  year  just  past,  is  2,943,  showing  an  increasj  of  584,  or 
almost  25  per  cent.  This  is  sufficient  to  show  that  the  Free  Public 
Schools  have  not  been  rendered  less  popular  by  the  division  of  the 
county. 

We  received,  in  1873,  $1,468.75,  free  school  fund,  which  the 
Hoard  of  Allegany  county  claimed  according  to  agreement,  as  men- 
tioned in  their  last  report.  They  have  recently  received  from  the 
State,  $435.83,  which  belonged  to  Garrett  county.  They  then  pro- 
posed to  square  accounts  between  the  two  Boards,  which  proposi- 
tion our  Board  has  accepted.    Thus  the  matter  has  been  settled. 

The  County  Commissioners  were  liberal  in  giving  us  a  levy  of 
$1I7000.00  for  Public  Suchool  purposes.  We  have  received  of  the 
Collectors  $7,158.54,  leaving  a  balance  due  us  of  $3,841.46.  We  re- 
-ceived  from  the  State  $8,464.37.  The  total  expenses  for  the  year 
were  $17,864.00,  which  shows  the  expenses  to  be  in  excess  of  the 
receipts  by  $2,241.09,  consequently  we  found  it  necessary  to  borrow 
at  different  times  to  meet  the  claims  against  the  Board. 

The  Board  has  had  considerable  trouble  in  reference  to  the  ap- 
portionment of  the  State  funds,  aud  will  continue  to  have  until  the 
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County  Commissioners,  in  accordance  with  an  Act  passed  at  the  last 
session  of  the  Legislaturp,  provide  for  having  the  census  of  the 
county  taken. 

When  the  county  was  formed,  there  were  books  on  hand  to  the 
amount  of  $1,000.00,  but  were  mostly  such  as  are  little  used  in  our 
schools ;  we  found  it  necessary,  therefore,  to  purchase  a  good  many 
books;  but  the  schools  are  now  very  well  supplied,  and  the  outlay 
for  books  for  the  present  year  will  be  comparatively  small. 

The  great  hindrance  to  the  progress  of  the  pchools  is  the  want  of 
comfortable  houses  ;  but  the  Board  is  removing  this  impediment  by 
building  and  repairing  as  fast  as  the  finances  of  the  Board  will  per- 
mit. During  the  year  we  built  two  new  houses,  and  now  have 
several  in  course  of  erection,  which  will  be  completsd  in  time  for 
the  winter  term. 

A  number  of  our  teachers  have  done  their  work  efficiently ;  and 
among  this  number  we  find  those  who  have  attended  the  Maryland 
State  Normal  School,  whose  graduates  we  find  stand  first  in  the 
most  approved  methods  of  public  instruction.  We  also  find  in 
this  number  marjy  who  have  attended  our  County  Normal  School, 
which  Ave  consider  indispensable  as  a  means  for  improving  the 
average  grade  of  teacher;  but  it  is  to  be  regretted  that  too  many  of 
our  teachers  are  mere  "substitutes" — not  teachers,  and  never  expect 
to  be.  The  former  class,  we  are  ever  ready  to  encourage;  but  of 
the  latter,  we  have  nothing  at  present  to  say.  Our  Public  Schools 
will  never  reach  that  standard  for  which  we  are  all  so  earnestly 
working,  until  they  are  taught  by  persons  who  are  well  qualified 
for  the  work,  and  who  make  teaching  their  sole  profession.

Secretary  State  Board  of  Education  : 
Dear  Sir: — Our  schools  have  been  in  operation  during  the  year 
four  terms.  Our  Board  had  decided  prior  to  the  close  of  the  Spring 
Term,  to  suspend  the  schools  during  the  Summer  Term.  Many  of 
the  trustees  and  patrons  solicited  and  importuned  the  Board  to 
allow  $50  to  each  school  in  operation  during  the  Summer  Term. 
Fifty-eight  School  Districts  took  advantage  of  this  provision,  and 
male  arrangements  with  the  teachers  for  continuing  their  schools 
during  the  Summer.  The  Graded  School  in  Havre-de-Grace,  was 
continued  during  the  Summer  at  the  expense  of  the  Board  and 
Town  Commissioners;  the  latter  contributing,  as  heretofore,  $200 
out  of  the  rent  due  by  the  Board.  The  Summer  Term  of  the 
schools  cost  the  Board  over  three  thousand  dollars,  which  was  an 
addition  to  our  indebtedness.  Our  indebtedness,  (about  $22,000), 
has  been  gradually  increasing  with  the  efficient  working  of  our 
schools;  but  our  Board  can  show  value  for  tnis  indebtedness — 
school  houses,  furniture,  &c.  There  have  been  twenty  new  school 
houses  erected  during  the  past  four  years,  and  five  purchased  and 
improved.  These  new  school  houses  and  several  of  the  old  ones 
have  been  furnished  with  patent  desks  and  blackboards.  So  if  the 
Board  have  incurred  a  debt,  they  have  assets  to  balance  it.  Our 
County  Commissioners  are  disposed  to  be  favorable  to  Public 
Schools.  They  gave  us  five  cents  additional  this  year  ;  our  County 
School  Tax  is,  therefore,  15  cents  on  the  $100.  The  expenses  of 
our  schools  have  increased  with  the  increase  of  schools  and  their 
efficiency.  The  Graded  School  at  Havre-de-Grace  last,  year,  had 
six  teachers,  at  an  aggregate  salary  of  $3,400,  this  year  there  are 
seven  teachers,  whose  salaries  will  be  $4,500.  There  are  four  hun- 
dred pupils  in  attendance,  with  the  prospect  of  increase,  which  will 
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require  another  assistant  teacher.  Our  Graded  School,  in  Bel-Ain 
which  was  established  and  put  in  operation  Tth  of  September,  has 
one  principal  and  three  assistants,  and  is  working  to  the  best  advan- 
tage under  the  circumstances.  It  lacks  suitable  school  buildings, 
the  Board  being  unable  to  erect  them.  There  were  ninety-seven 
pupils  on  roll  during  the  Fall  Term.  The  salaries  of  the  teachers 
of  this  school  will  be  $2,400  per  annum.  If  the  tax-payers  do  not 
urge  our  County  Commissioners  to  be  liberal  and  give  the  Board 
sufficient  means,  the  schools  must  be  suspended  during  the  Summer. 
Our  teachers  are  zealous,  and  gradually  becoming  more  efficient, 
evincing  more  interest  in  their  laborious  profession.  They  manifest 
a  desire  to  cany  out  the  Graded  System  ordered  by  the  State 
Board.  While  the  Board  dislike  the  financial  embarrassment  re- 
sulting from  indebtedness,  they  deemed  it  to  be  an  essential  condi- 
tion of  success  to  erect  the  school  houses  needed,  in  order  to  earn- 
out  the  Public  School  System  of  the  State.  They  are  still  anxious 
to  see  the  Free  Public  Schools  of  the  county  brought  to  a  State  of 
greater  efficiency,  and  are  willing  to  exert  their  efforts  in  accom- 
plishing  this  grand  object.

Secretary  State  Board  of  Education  : 
The  Public  Schools  of  this  county  have  suffered,  in  my  opinion, 
froni  the  frequent  changes  in  the  County  Board,  and  the  Secretary. 
Treasurer  and  Examiner ;  the  present  Board  being  the  fourth,  and 
the  present  Examiner  the  sixth,  since  the  inauguration  of  the  Gen- 
eral System.  It  requires  something  more  than  an  experience  of  a 
few  months  to  become  familiar  with  all  the  practical  details  of  the 
system,  and  large  experience  is  desirable  for  suggestive  improve- 
ments. 

The  present  incumbent,  believing  that  a  healthy  financial  condi- 
tion was  the  first  requisite,  has  given  a  large  share  of  his  attention 
to  this  point,  and  is  pleased  to  state  that  the  teachers'  salaries  have* 
been  paid  in  full ;  the  large  indebtedness  of  September  30th,  1873, 
has  beer  paid,  and  the  Board  has  funds  in  hand  to  pay  all  outstanding 
debts,  including  the  teachers'  salaries  for  the  present  term,  (  Fall.) 
The  usual  June  instalment  for  colored  schools,  was  not  paid  by  the 
Comptroller,  and  that  for  the  white  schools  was  much  less  than  pre- 
vious instalments  for  1874.  I  am  not  aivised  whether  the  dtficiency 
is  accounted  for  in  the  October  payment. 

The  next  important  point  was  to  secure  the  co-operation  of  the 
District  Boards  of  Trustees,  believing  this  to  be  essential  to  the  ef- 
fective working  of  the  schools.  During  the  summer  vacation,  meet- 
ings of  the  District  Boards  were  held  in  each  election  district,  and 
the  schools  and  the  school  system  discussed.  Subsequently,  dis- 
trict teachers'  associations,  in  which  the  trustees  and  parents  of  the 
pupils  unite,  were  organized  in  each  of  the  five  election  districts, 
and  are  working.  A  call  for  a  county  organization  has  been  made, 
with  every  prospect  of  complete  success.  Interest  in  our  schools  is 
visibly  increasing  among  our  people,  and  especially  with  the  trus- 
tees.   The  President  of  the  County  Board  will  address  the  Teachers' 
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Association,  which  I  mention  as  evidence  of  the  interest  on  the  part 
of  the  County  Board.  Mr.  Massey,  of  th?  Board,  has  resigned.  His 
successor  has  not  beea  announced. 

In  making  the  financial  statement,  I  have  given  that  portion  of 
the  fiscal  year  from  September  30th,  18*73,  to  January  16th,  1874^ 
(  when  the  present  Treasurer  took  possession  of  the  office,)  last,  as 
most  convenient  under  the  circumstances.  The  receipts  and  dis- 
bursements of  the  late  Treasurer  are  given  as  full  as  the  records  of 
the  office  will  admit. 

The  expenditures  have  been  much  larger  than  last  year,  but  they 
include  a  very  considerable  amount  of  the  liabilities  incurred  prior 
to  September  30,  18*73. 

In  addition  to  the  five  schools  for  colored  pupils  already  estab 
lished,  the  Board  have  made  arrangements  to  open  ten  more  during 
the  coming  term,  which  will  give  nearly  equal  facilities  with  the 
white  pupils.  The  colored  people  being  grouped  about  the  county 
in  sort  of  colonies  or  settlements. 

During  the  fiscal  year,  the  Board  has  built  four  new  school-houses, 
at  a  cost  of  twenty-six  hundred  and]  fifty  dollars.  Two  of  which 
were  built  during  the  latter  part  of  1873,  and  the  cost  of  the  furni- 
ture in  them,  which  is  good,  do2S  not  appear.

Dear  Sir: — T  send  you,  to-day,  the  Annual  Eeport  of  our  Board. 
As  this  sheet  is  intended  only  for  such  information  as  is  not  contained 
in  the  summary,  what  I  have  to  say  here,  will  be  very  brief.  In 
addition  to  the  two  new  school-houses,  reported  in  new  districts,  we 
have  another  new  house  going  up  in  an  old  district.    In  one  of  the 
new  houses  school  was  opened  last  week — the  teacher  being  a  young 
gentleman — a  graduate  of  the  State  Normal  School.    In  the  other, 
school  will  commence  next  week — the  teacher  being  a  young  lady, 
holding  a  First  Grade  Certificate  from  the  Normal  School,  and  having 
several  years  experience  as  a  teacher.    Though  we  have  had  our 
usual  measure  of  success  during  the  past  year,  we  cannot  report, 
much  advance,  our  average  number  on  the  roll  being  about  twenty 
two  more  than  reported  in  1873,  while  the  average  attendance  is  one 
half  a  scholar  less.    I  must,  in  justice  to  myself,  give  the  reason 
why  my  official  visits  to  the  schools  are  so  much  fewer  than  in  1873. 
During  December,  1873,  and  January,  1874, 1  had  a  very  serious  and 
prolonged  attack  of  illness,  and  was  forbidden  by  my  physicians  to 
expose  myself,  by  making  long  journeys  from  home  during  the  se- 
vere weather  of  winter.    My  visits  during  that  period,  were  con. 
fined  to  the  schools  nearer  home,  and  their  number  consequently 
reduced  from  one  hundred  and  eighty-one,  reported  in  1873,  to  one 
hundred  and  nineteen,  in  the  present  report.    Since  receiving  the 
last  report  from  the  Comptroller  of  the  State  Treasury,  we  have 
strong  hopes  of  increasing  both  the  number  and  efficiency  from  schools 
for  colored  children.    The  teachers  are  better  qualified  than  most 
of  those  we  had  last  year,  and  I  have  strong  hopes  of  getting 
as  many  of  them  as  we  may  need.    We  are  still  out  of  debt,  and 
have  funds  secured  to  keep  our  schools  open  for  ten  months,  as  be. 
fore.    I  have  said  above,  that  we  have  been  as  successful  as  usual, 
15 
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and  that  comprises  all  that  I  can  say,  without  repeating  what  has 
been  said  in  former  years.  My  Monthly  Report,  which  will  accom- 
pany this,  will  show  you  that  wc  are  trying  to  grade  the  schools  as 
the  State  Board  has  directed. 

The  teachers,  though  finding  many  difficulties  in  the  way,  are  wil- 
ling to  try  their  utmost  to  secure  success,  and  though  the  move  ta  a 
novel  one  to  me,  I  am  doing  all  I  can  to  aid  them — with  what  suc- 
cess the  future  will  disclose.

Sir ; — By  request  of  the  Board  of  School  Commissioners  for  Si. 
Mary's  county,  I  herewith  send  you  a  report  of  our  Finances  and 
School  Statistics  for  the  year  ending  September  30th,  1874. 

Having  so  lately  superintended  our  Teachers'  Institute,  you  will 
require  no  notification  of  our  onward  progress;  we  believe  it  is  real, 
and  hope  it  will  continue. 

You  will  observe  that  the  daily  average  attendance  in  this  county 
for  several  years  past,  has  been  very  small;  you  will,  however,  he 
at  no  loss  to  account  for  this,  unless  in  the  multiplicity  of  duties,  you 
have  lost  sight  of  our  numerous  schools,  and  our  sparse  school 
going  population. 

The  oversight  in  districting  our  county  must  be  rectified  before 
results  can  meet  our  wishes.  We  cannot  have  prosperous  schools 
unless  we  employ  good  teachers  ;  these  cannot  be  induced  to  serve 
us  unless  we  pay  better  salaries.  Higher  prices  cannot  be  offered 
unless  we  have  a  larger  school  fund ;  and  this  cannot  be  expected 
without  a  larger  school  population. 

In  this  extremity,  the  School  Beard  are  driven  to  the  necessity  of 
diminishing  the  number  of  schools,  and  endeavoring  to  secure  im- 
proved instruction  at  the  cost  of  a  little  longer  walk  for  the 
pupils. 

Such  a  course  is,  besides,  rendeied  imperative  by  the  condition  of 
our  school  buildings,  and  the  deficiency  of  suitable  school  furniture. 
A  few  of  our  schcol-houses  are  not  habitable — seveial  of  them  are 
barely  so — very  few  of  them  have  suitable  furniture,  and  none  ol 
them  are  supplied  with  all  the  necessary  conveniences. 
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Our  Countj  Commissioners,  though  persistently  called  upon  by 
the  School  Board,  hare  as  persistently  declined  to  levy  any  repair 
fund,  aud  it  has  become  unavoidable  to  divert  the  State  School 
Tax  from  its  legitimate  purpose,  or  several  of  the  schools  must  be 
temporarily  suspended.  The  latter  alternative  appears  to  be  rather 
sanctioned  by  the  law,  and  unless  the  County  Commissioners  re- 
verse their  previous  action,  the  School  Board  will  be  compelled  to 
adopt  it.  It  is  hoped,  however,  that  the  teachers  by  their  increased 
energy  and  effective  devotion  to  the  cause  of  popular  education,  will 
be  able  to  induce  the  tax-payers  to  avert  that  necessity. 

The  State  Board  of  Education,  in  a  circular  issued  August  24th 
last,  have  charged  to  the  sanction  or  connivance  of  the  County  Ex- 
aminers, the  employment  or  retention  of  every  incompetent  and 
inefficient  teacher  in  the  State.  The  Examiner  for  St.  Mary's 
county  has  manifested  considerable  sensitiveness  under  this  impu- 
tation, and  the  efforts  to  repel  it  on  his  part,  may  result  in  dismis- 
sing some  few  of  our  teachers  from  the  profession.  In  this  event 
a  still  further  reduction  in  the  number  of  our  operative  schools  may 
be  anticipated.  It  is  hoped,  however,  that  such  a  result  will  he 
attended  with  no  serious  injury  to  the  educational  interest  of  the 
count}'.  School  improvement  is  expected  to  arise  not  from  the 
number,  but  from  the  efficiency  of  the  schools  in  operation,  aud 
therefore  by  diminishing  the  former,  the  School  Board  enable  them- 
selves to  secure  better  instruction  in  the  rest.

Sir  .-—Please  find  herewith  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Schools  of 
Somerset  county.  It  is  a  sourco  of  great  pleasure  to  state  that  the 
schools  are,  with  but  few  exceptions,  in  a  very  flourishing  condition, 
as- attested  by  the  encouragement  and  commendation  of  all  classes 
of  our  citizens,  who  are  now  relying  entirely  upon  the  Public 
Schools  of  the  county  for  the  education  of  their  children, 

The  condition  of  the  High  Schools  of  the  county  is  particularly 
gratifying,  and  the  teachers  of  them  arc  deserving  of  unqualified 
praise  for  their  zeal  and  untiring  assiduity. 

It  will  be  seen,  by  reference  to  the  report,  that  a  considerable 
sum  has  been  expended  in  school-buildings — principally  Grammar 
Schools — but  the  total  cost  of  them  is  not  shown,  from  the  fact  that 
they  have  been  built  largely,  by  the  contributions  of  the  people  of 
the  respective  districts  in  which  they  are  situated,  and  their  cost 
has  not  yet  been  reported.  More  Grammar  School  buildings  are 
now  in  process  of  erection  to  meet  the  growing  needs  of  the  people. 

This  Board  his  not  been  unmindful  of  the  wants  of  the  colored 
people,  as  is  shown  by  the  number  of  new  buildings  provided  for 
them  ;  but  the  great  trouble  has  been,  as  it  is  now,  to  get  thoroughly 
competent  teachers  to  fdl  them.  Rather  than  close  the  schools  en- 
tirely on  this  account,  the  Board  has,  I  think,  shown  good  judgment 
by  making  use  of  the  best  material  within  their  reach. 

Some  of  the  wliito  school  districts  have  Iron  consolidated  for  the 
purpose  of  erecting  High  and  Grammar  School  buildings,  and  it 
will  be  noticed  that  the  schools  in  those  districts  were  closed  for  the 
Spring  and  Summer  Terms,  and  to  that  fact  is  to  be  ascribed  the 
diminished  total  attendance. 
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In  closing  this  report,  I  b?g  very  respectfully  to  suggest  to  the 
State  Board  the  propriety  of  having  the  present,  law  so  changed  that 
the  term  of  oSice  of  the  Examiner  shall  expire  on  tho  30th  of 
September,  instead  of  the  31st  of  December,  as  now.  I  can  see  no 
great  objection  to  the  proposed  change  ;  and  in  those  counties  where 
the  Examiners  are  frequently  changed,  the  alteration  would  he  a  very 
decided  improvement.  It  is  sometimes  exceedingly  laborious — not 
to  say  vexatious — to  make  out  the  Annual  Report;  as  the  Secretary 
must,  of  necessity,  depend  in  some  measure  fur  his  data  upon  the 
records  of  his  predecessor,  which  may  not  be  always  prefectly  free 
from  obscurity.

Sir : — I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  herewith,  to  the  State  Board 
of  Education,  the  statistical  report  of  the  Board  of  County  School 
Commissioners  of  Talbot  county,  for  the  scholastic  year  ending  July 
15th,  18Y4,  and  the  fiscal  year  euding  September  30th,  1874. 

During  the  year,  three  new  school-houses  have  been  finished  and 
occupied.  All  of  these  buildings  arc  conveniently  arranged,  large 
and  substantial.  The  mechanics  employed,  were  first  class;  and 
nothing  but  the  very  best  materials  were  used  in  the  houses.  The 
new  High  School  building,  High  School  No.  2,  in  the  town  of  St- 
Michael's,  was  completed  in  March,  and  was  formally  opened  and 
dedicated.  The  occasion  was  a  pleasant  and  happy  one  for  the 
parents,  pupils,  teachers  and  school  officers. 

Our  three  High  Schools,  Nos.  1,  2  and  3,  are  now  provided  with 
pleasant  rooms  and  comfortable  furniture.  The  High  Schools  at 
Easton  and  Trappe,  Nos.  1  and  3,  have  good  libraries,  The  High 
School  at  St.  Michael's,  No.  2,  has  a  very  neat  library-room  ;  but,  as 
yet,  nothing  has  been  raised  for  the  purchase  of  books. 

Since  the  adoption  of  a  regular  and  uniform  course  of  study  for 
the  schools  of  our  county  in  18*70,  the  number  of  High  School 
graduates  is  thirteen — seven  boys  and  six  girls.  Of  these,  five  are 
now  public  school  teachers  in  this  county.  Diplomas  were  granted 
to  eight  pupils  at  the  final  examination  this  year— six  girls  and  two 
boys.  The  examination  papers *of  these  pupils  exhibited  proofs  of 
excellent  training  and  scholarship.  The  commencment  exercises 
were  agreeable  and  entertaining.  Such  was  the  interest  manifested 
nt  one  place — Trappe  High  School  No.  3,  that  the  principal,  Mr. 
.J as.  C.  Mullikin,  could  not  provide  a  house  large  enough  to  hold 
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the  eager  spectators  who  crowded  in  arid  around  the  school  build- 
ing. At  St.  Michaels,  High  School  No.  2,  the  principal,  Mr.  Geo. 
E.  Haddaway,  held  the  commencement  exercises  in  the  town-hall ; 
and  the  audience,  though  very  large,  was  provided  with  comfortable 
seats. 

Ever  since  the  classification  of  our  schools,  in  accordance  with 
the  regular  and  uniform  cofirse  of  study  adopted  by  the  Board  in 
18T0,  the  examination  of  the  pupils,  with  the  exception  of  the  three 
lowest  classes  in  the  primary  and  ungraded  school?,  has  been 
written.  We  have  been  highly  pleased  at  observing  from  year  to 
year,  a  gradual  and  steady  improvement  in  the  character  and  ap- 
pearance of  these  examination  papers.  Many  of  them  are  now 
beautiful  specimens  of  neatness,  method,  good  orthography,  and  good 
language.  In  our  schools  the  promotion  of  the  pupils  from  class  to 
class  and  from  school  to  school  depends  entirety  upon  the  examina- 
tion. No  pupil  is  excused  from  any  study  in  the  regular  course 
except  by  permission  of  the  School  Board,  and  upon  the  recommen- 
dation of  the  family  physician.  Only  one  pupil  has  been  excused 
in  four  years  The  economy  of  teaching  consists  in  making  as  few 
classes  as  possible,  and  in  teaching  the  greatest  number  of  pupils 
together.  The  course  of  study  should  be  the  same  for  all,  and  the 
progress  in  each  branch  uniform. 

I  have  had  no  means  of  ascertaining  the  number  of  visits  made 
by  other  persons  to  the  schools  during  the  year.  I  incline  to  the 
opinion  that  parents  do  not  take  as  deep  an  interest  personally  in 
the  schools  as  they  ought.  Their  indifference  is  a  great  hinderance 
to  the  success  of  many  of  our  schools.  Many  parents  fail  to  ap- 
preciate and  understand  the  labors,  trials  and  difficulties  of  teachers. 
They  not  only  withhold  everything  like  active  sympathy  and  en- 
couragement from  the  school,  but  they  fail  to  uphold  at  home  the 
authority  of  the  teacher.  If  parents  would  visit  the  schools,  they 
would  not  only  give  them  new  life,  but  in  many  instances  would 
be  enabled  to  see  things  in  a  new  light.  But  after  all,  the  devo- 
tion, earnestness  and  enthusiasm  of  teachers  must  vitalize  the 
schools  by  their  own  energy.  We  have  many  such  teachers  among 
us,  and  they  are  doing  more  than  any  other  agency  to  build  up  the 
character  of  the  schools  in  this  county. 

The  organization  of  colored  schools  agreeably  to  the  Acts  of  As- 
sembly, 1812,  has  occasioned  a  great  outlay  of  thought,  labor,  time 
patience  and  perseverance.     We  have  organized   ten   of  these 
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schools.  Four  of  them,  however,  were  closed  during-  a  portion  of 
the  year,  because  no  teachers  qualified  for  the  work  could  be  found 
to  take  charge  of  them.  I  have  been  compelled  to  reject  many 
candidates  for  certificates  to  teach  colored  schools.  After  the  addi- 
tional appropriation  made  by  the  Legislature  in  1814,  for  the  sup- 
port of  colored  schools,  the  policy  of  the  State  was  manifestly  set- 
tled, not  only  that  the  colored  children  •were  to  be  educated,  but 
that  ample  provision  was  to  be  made*  for  that  purpose.  As  the 
fiduciary  agent  of  the  State  about  $4,000  would  be  placed  in  my 
hands  annually  for  the  support  of  colored  schools.  It  would  become 
my  duty  as  an  honest  officer  to  see  that  this  large  sum  of  money 
was  faithfully  applied  for  the  .purposes  intended.  From  my  expe- 
rience in  the  past,  it  was  evident  that  the  first  great  need  of  the 
colored  schools  was  properly  qualified  teachers.  We  could  not  ob- 
tain them  at  home,  and  we  sought  for  them  in  Baltimore  and  other 
places  without  success.  It  was  a  matter  of  conscience  with  me; 
and  with  the  consent  of  the  Board  I  determined  to  open  a  Normal 
School,  or  Normal  Institute  for  colored  teachers  for  six  or  eight 
weeks,  and  to  use  endeavors  to  make  the  best  out  of  the  material 
which  we  had  at  hand.  The  result  of  this  undertaking  will  be 
reported  next  year. 

I  desire  to  return  my  sincere  thanks  to  the  State  Board  of  Edu- 
cation and  to  the  members  of  the  County  Board  for  their  tpmpathy 
and  co-operation  in  my  labors  and  many  delicate  duties.  I  desire 
also  to  express  my  heartfelt  acknowledgments  to  the  many  skilful 
and  enthusiastic  teachers,  and  to  the  many  earnest,  bright  and 
pleasing  pupils,  who  have  welcomed  me  in  my  visits  to  their  schools 
with  such  uniform  kindness  and  courtesy.

Dear  Sir: — We  summit  herewith  tiie  Annual  Statistical  Report 
of  the  Public  Schools  of  Washington  county,  for  the  year  ending 
September  30th,  IS'U.  Our  indebtedness  has  been  somewhat  in- 
creased during  the  year,  because  of  tha  Board  baring-  been  com- 
pelled to  erect  a  number  of  new  buildings  without  having  sufficient 
levies  to  defray  the  expense.  That  increased  indebtedness  will  be 
considerably  reduced  during  the  coming  year. 

We  report  for  the  past  year  eight  new  houses,  besides  which  the 
Board  purchased  two  which  had  been  built  by  other  parties 

During  the  past  year  negotiations  were  set  on  foot  with  the 
Trustees  of  Hagerstown  Acadeiny,  with  a  view  to  obtain  posses- 
sion of  the  buildings  belonging  to  that  corporation  for  the  purpose 
of  establishing  a  County  High  School. 

We  regret  to  say  that  the  Board  were  unable  to  prosecute  the 
negotiations  successfully,  but  indulge  the  hope  that  another  effort 
during  the  present  year  will  result  successfully.

Dear  Sir  : — The  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of  School  Commis- 
sioners for  Wicomico  county,  for  the  year  ending  Sept.  30th,  1874, 
it  herewith  submitted. 

It  will  be  seen  that  there  is  an  apparent  falling  off  in  the  attend- 
ance, and  the  average  number  of  pupils  studying  the  different 
branches,  but  this  is  apparent  rather  than  real.  In  1872  and  1873, 
the  schools  were  open  only  two  full  consecutive  terms — the  winter 
and  spring — and  the  averages  were  based  upon  these.  This  year 
we  had  three  full  terms,  and,  of  course,  estimated  the  averages  for 
three  terms,  but  owing  to  the  fact  that  the  fall  term  is  never  well 
attended,  on  account  of  the  demands  of  labor,  there  is  an  apparent 
decrease.  Had  the  averages  been  based  upon  the  winter  and 
spring  term  alone,  as  heretofore,  the  result  would  have  shown  an 
increase. 

Eight  new  school-houses  have  been  built  during  the  past  year,  of 
larger  capacity,  and  supplied  with  better  furniture  than  the  old  ones 
which  they  supplanted.  Although  not  costly  edifices,  they  are 
comfortable  in  finish,  and  respectable  in  appearance,  and  such  as 
our  finances  and  public  opinion  would  justify.  Cheap  lumber  and 
low  wages  enable  us  to  get  good  houses  at  small  cost.  More  yet 
are  needed,  and  will  be  built  as  rapidly  as  our  funds  will  enable  us 
to  do  so. 

The  salaries  of  teachers  have  been  raised,  but  the  compensation 
to  good  teachers  is  still  too  low.  The  Board  intends,  as  soon  as 
practicable,  to  increase  them  still  more,  but  upon  a  basis  of  qualifi- 
cation and  merit. 
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The  difficulties  in  the  way  of  making*  the  full  scholastic  year  have 
been  adverted  to  bsfore,  and  it  is  unnecessary  to  repeat  them  here 

Private  schools  have  entirely  disappeared  from  the  county,  and 
our  people  are  looking  to  the  public  schools  alone  for  the  education 
of  their  children;  hence  the  popular  interest  in  this  class  of  schools 
is  increasing,  and  the  demand  for  good  teachers  is  growing  more 
importunate.  The  teachers  themselves  are  becoming  sensible  of 
the  fact,  and  are  manifesting  more  than  usual  solicitude  about  their 
qualifications,  and  the  danger  of  being  1  'turned  down.'7  If  we  can 
have  an  Institute  for  two  or  three  years  in  succession,  in  which  as 
much  interest  shall  be  manifested  as  the  oae  recently  closed,  a 
marked  change  in  the  quality  of  our  teaching  would  soon  be 
perceptible. 

In  1813,  all  the  money  received  on  account  of  colored  schools  was 
not  expended  for  their  benefit,  owing  to  the  difficulty  of  getting 
competent  teachers  ;  but  the  sum  so  unexpended  has  been  more  than 
returned  during  the  past  year,  as  will  be  seen  by  the  financial  report. 
We  have  in  operation  for  the  current  year  thirteen,  two  more  than 
last  year,  and  they  are  taught  by  more  competent  teachers,  secured 
from  among  the  pupils  of  Lincoln  University,  the  Baltimore  Colored 
Normal  School,  and  from  other  places,  by  paying  more  liberal 
salaries.  We  have  two  colored  men  in  the  Hampton  Normal  Insti- 
tute, whose  services  we  shall  get  after  the  present  year.  The 
colored  people  still  exhibit  much  interest  for  the  education  of  their 
children,  and  in  some  sections  of  the  county,  night  schools  have  been 
opened  by  the  teachers  in  these  localities,  for  the  benefit  of  such 
children  as  cannot  attend  through  the  day,  and  for  older  persons 
who  desire  to  learn  to  read  and  write.  We  have  no  houses  for  these 
schools,  but  for  the  present  the  colored  churches  are  used,  for  which 
a  reasonable  rent  is  paid.  As  soon  as  possible,  the  Board  proposes 
to  commence  building  houses  for  them. 

In  aldition  to  your  own  invaluable  serrices  at  the  Teachers1  In- 
stitute, recently  held  here,  allow  me  to  tender  the  thanks  of  the 
Board  to  A.  Chaplain,  Esq.,  Examiner  for  Talbot  County,  for  valu- 
able assistance  rendered;  also  to  Rev.  J.  M.  Williams,  Principal  of 
ilic  Wilmington  Conference  Academy,  at  Dover.

Dear  Sir: — I  have  the  honor  to  submit  to  tb 9  State  Board  of 
Education  my  report  of  the  Public  Schools  of  Worcester  county,  for 
the  fiscal  year  ended  September  30th,  18T4. 

It  affords  me  great  gratification  to  be  able  to  state  that  the  public 
schools  of  this  county,  as  is  shown  by  the  accompanying  statistics, 
have  increased  in  prosperity  and  efficiency  during  the  past  year — a 
fact  owing  to  the  great  popular  favor  they  have  received,  and  to  the 
high  sense  of  official  duty  and  business  ability  of  our  Board  of 
County  School  Commissioners.  The  number  of  teachers  has  been 
larger  than  during  the  preceding  year,  the  average  attendance  of 
pupils  has  been  increased,  and  the  number  of  pupils  studying  the 
various  branches  has  been  greater,  although,  as  in  the  past,  the  at- 
tendance has  been  very  irregular,  which  is  apt  to  be  the  case  in  all 
agricultural  communities.  This  fact,  however,  is  not  to  be  so 
greatly  deplored  after  all,  when  we  consider  that  those  pupils  who 
thus  irregularly  attend  school  are  engaged,  when  absent,  in  the  noble 
pursuit  of  tilling  the  soil,  thereby  combining  manual  with  intel- 
lectual education.  With  the  exception  of  about  two  weeks,  in  the 
month  of  July,  our  schools  have  been  kept  open  during  the  whole 
school  year. 

In  the  High  Schools  of  our  county,  we  have  made  an  important 
change,  to  take  effect  during  the  ensuing  year.  Heretofore,  the  rule 
has  been  to  separate  the  girls  and  boys,  having  female  teachers  for 
the  former,  and  male  teachers  for  the  latter.  We  have  changed 
this  by  grading  the  schools,  without  respect  to  sex,  placing  the  girls 
and  boys  in  the  same  rooms,  in  the  same  classes,  and  under  the 
same  teachers.    By  this  arrangement,  wTe  shall  be  able  to  dispense 
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entirely  with  one  of  the  principals  in  one  of  the  High  Schools,  and 
with  one  of  the  assistants  in  another,  and  in  the  third,  to  supply 
the  place  of  one  of  the  principals  with  an  assistant.  We  shall 
thus  be  enabled,  we  think,  to  exercise  economy,  while  at  the  same 
time  we  shall  secure  greater  efficiency. 

During  the  past  year,  we  have  established  three  additional 
colored  schools  in  the  county,  making'  eleven  in  all.  The  increased 
attendance  in  these  schools  justified  this  course,  and  }~et  we  have 
not  enough  schools  of  this  character  to  meet  the  demands  of  the 
colored  population ;  but  the  wise  and  generous  action  of  the  late 
Legislature,  in  doubling  the  appropriation  to  the  colored  schools, 
will  furnish  us  the  means  to  meet  all  the  requirements  demanded 
of  us  in  the  future  from  this  branch  of  our  public  schools.  The 
policy  of  the  Board,  however,  during  the  coming  year,  will  be 
# rather  to  build  suitable  houses  for  the  colored  schools  we  already 
have,  than  to  increase  to  any  considerable  extent  the  number  of 
schools. 

We  have  made  a  change  in  the  method  of  the  examination  of  ap- 
plicants for  teachers'  certificates.  In  the  first  place,  we  cause  the 
examinations  to  be  made  in  writing,  as  required  by  the  By-Laws 
recently  adopted  by  the  State  Board  of  Education.  We  then  divide 
the  teachers  of  each  grade  into  three  classes,  the  class  to  which 
each  shall  belong,  being  determined  by  the  degree  of  excellence  in 
the  examination  to  which  he  Or  sh?  shall  have  attained,  and  their 
salary  is  regulated  accordingly.  This  method,  we  are  informed, 
has  been  successfully  tried  in  other  counties,  and  we  have  no  doubt 
of  its  success  here — its  advantages  are  obvious. 

Though  the  teachers  may  not  have  been  paid  quite  us  promptly 
as  might  have  been  desired,  yet  I  have  heard  of  but  little  complaint 
in  this  respect.  There  has  never  been  any  delay  whatever,  in  the 
payment  of  their  salaries  longer  than  the  date  of  the  receipt  of  the 
State  apportionments,  which  arc  primarily  intended,  under  the  State 
law,  to  be  applied  to  the  payment  of  the  teachers'  salaries.  We 
frequently  have  some  difficulty  in  collecting  money  from  the 
County  Collectors.  This  should  not  be  so,  for  it  might,  and  in 
many  counties,  no  doubt,  does  interfere  very  materially  with  the 
progress  and  welfare  of  the  free  school  system.  Unless  some 
means  can  be  devised  to  obviate  this  difficulty,  the  system  of  sup- 
porting the  Public  Schools  by  State  taxation  entirely  is  much  to  be 
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preferred.  Oar  County  Commissioners,  I  believe,  have  always 
been  liberal  in  levying  taxes  for  school  purposes.  The  amount 
asked  of  them  this  year,  was  $G,000,  and  they  have  levied  that 
amount  for  us.  "This  is  the  usual  sum  annually  levied  in  this 
county,  but  is  §1,000  more  than  was  levied  last  year.  Our  build- 
ing fund  was  entirely  exhausted  last  year.  The  indebtedness  to 
the  Treasury,  which  the  accompanying  financial  statement  shows, 
was  entirely  liquidated  by  the  receipt  of  the  October  apportionment 
of  the  State  tax. 

In  conclusion  I  would  state,  that  so  far  as  we  can  judge  of  the 
prospect,  from  present  appearances,  we  have  every  reason  to  believe 
that  the  cause  of  public  education  in  our  county,  unless  affected  by 
unwise  legislation,  State  or  National,  is  not  likely  soon  to  suffer, 
engraved  as  it  is  upon  the  popular  heart,  and  accomplishing,  as  it 
does,  so  great  good.

REPORT. 


St.  John's  College, 
Annapolis,  Mcl.,  January  2Sth,  1814. 
To  the  Hon.  Jesse  K.  Hines, 

Speaker  of  the  House  of  Delegates  of  Maryland. 

Sir: — la  accordance  with  custom,  I  have  the  honor  respectfully 
to  submit,  through  you,  to  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State,  my 
report  of  the  operations  of  St.  John's  College  for  the  past  two 
years,  and  of  its  present  condition.  The  College  was  re-organized, 
after  a  suspension  of  five  3Tears,  in  1866,  and  opened  as  a  Prepara- 
tory School  in  September  of  that  year.  The  following  session  a 
Freshman  Class  was  formed,  and  one  year's  studies  were  gradually 
added  to  the  course,  so  that  when  I  entered  upon  my  duties  here 
in  October,  1870,  I  found  the  four  Collegiate  classes  fully  organized, 
and  the  College  in  complete  working  order,  and  in  July,  1871,  the 
degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  was  conferred  upon  the  graduates  for 
the  first  time  in  ten  years.  The  former  relations  of  the  College  to 
the  State,  and  the  particulars  connected  with  its  re-organization  may 
be  found  in  a  "Response  of  the  Visitors  and  Governors  to  au  order 
of  the  House,"  dated  March  4th,  1867,  [House  Documents  H.  H.] 
and  in  the  report  of  my  predecessor,  dated  February  24th,  1868, 
[House  Document  V.]  The  condition  of  the  College  during  the 
two  sessions  previous  to  1872,  and  its  wants  at  that  time,  arc  set 
forth  in  detail  in  my  report  to  the  General  Assembly  of  that  year, 
dated  January  26th,  1872,  [House  Document  L.] 

NUMREIt  OF  STUDENTS. 

The  number  of  students  in  attendance  for  the  past  three,  and 
present  sessions,  has  varied  within  small  limits,  there  having  been 
present  during  the  session  of  1870— '71,  sixty-two  in  the  Collegiate, 
and  seventy-six  in  the  Preparatory  Department ;  during  1871— "72, 
sixty-one  in  the  Collegiate,  and  fifty-nine  in    the  Preparatory 
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Department;  daring  1872-'73,  sixty-eight  in  the  Collegiate,  and 
seventy-two  in  the  Preparatory  Department ;  and  during  the  present 
session  seventy-one  in  the  Collegiate,  and  fifty-seven  in  the  Pre- 
paratory Department.  The  Collegiate  students  are  distributed  as 
follows:  eleven  Seniors,  twelve  Juniors,  fifteen  Sophomores,  and 
thirty-three  Freshmen.  Under  the  system  of  tuition  scholarships 
established  by  the  Board  of  Visitors  and  Governors,  of  the  whole 
number  of  students  in  attendance  (138)  in  1870-  71,  eighty-one 
were  educated  free  of  charge  for  tuition  ,  of  the  number  (120)  in 

1871—  "72,  seventy-three  were  so  educated;  of  the  number  (140)  in 

1872—  '73,  ninetjr-eigbt ;  and  of  the  number  in  attendance  so  far 
during  the  present  session  (128)  eighty -four  are  received  free  of 
charge  for  tuition. 

STUDENTS  HOLDING  SENATORIAL  SCHOLARSHIPS. 

Of  the  ninety-eight  free  tuition  students  attending  in  1872-  73, 
and  of  the  eighty-four  in  attendance  during  the  present  session,  fifty 
are  boarded  free  under  the  Act  of  1872,  (Chapter  393)  providing 
for  furnishing  board,  &c,  to  two  students  from  each  Senatorial 
District  in  the  State,  on  condition  that  they  shall  teach  school  with- 
in the  State  for  two  years  after  leaving  College.  As  Garrett  county 
has  been  formed  since  this  Act  was  passed,  I  would  call  the  atten- 
tion of  your  Honorable  Body  to  the  need  of  an  additional  appro- 
priation of  $400,  in  order  to  furnish  board,  &c,  to  two  students 
from  that  county.  Of  the  two  students  originally  appointed  from 
Allegany  county,  and  now  present,  one  is  a  resident  of  Garrett,  and 
the  other  of  Allegany  county.  It  will  thus  be  seen  that  every 
county  in  the  State,  and  every  district  of  Baltimore  city,  is  repre- 
sented in  the  College,  and  so  far  from  the  College  being  maintained 
for  the  benefit  of  Annapolis,  as  is  sometimes  charged,  for  four  years 
past  the  number  of  students  from  Annapolis  has  not  amounted  to 
more  than  one-fifth  of  the  whole  number  in  attendance.  The  Act 
of  1872,  (Chapter  393)  howerer,  needs  amendment,  in  that  it  does 
not  provide  for  any  remuneration  to  the  State  from  free  students 
dismissed  or  withdrawn  during  the  term  for  which  appointed.  A 
few  such  cases  have  occurred,  and  I  would  respectfully  recommend 
that  students  so  dismissed  or  withdrawn,  be  required  to  pay  for 
board  and  tuition  during  the  time  they  were  in  attendance  at  the 
College,  or  forfeit  a  suitable  proportion  of  the  bond.  Those  who 
were  appointed  by  the  Boards  of  School  Commissioners  under  this 
Act,  were  very  deficient  in  preparation,  so  that  but  nineteen  entered 
the  Collegiate  Department,  and  the  majority  of  these  were  in  the 
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Preparatory  Department  in  some  studies.  During  the  present  ses- 
sion, thirty-eight  of  the  fifty  have  been  classified  as  Collegiate  stu- 
dents, although  some  of  these  are  still  in  the  Preparatory  Depart- 
ments in  some  studies.  It  will  be  readily  seen,  then,  that  only  a 
minority  of  these  students  can  graduate  in  the  four  years  for  which 
appointed,  but  all  should  at  least  complete  the  studies  of  the  Fresh- 
man year,  and  they  would  then  be  better  qualified  to  teach  than  the 
majority  of  teachers  in  the  Public  Schools,  so  that  while  the  full 
benefit  contemplated  is  not  derived,  owing  to  this  deficient  prepara- 
tion, much  benefit  is  conferred,  and  many  students  are  furnished 
with  a  better  education  than  they  could  have  obtained  without  the 
aid  of  the  State. 

PUBLIC  HIGH  SCHOOLS 

This  experience  also  shows  the  necessity  for  the  continuance  of 
the  Preparatory  Department  of  the  College,  so  long  as  the  requisite 
Public  High  Schools  are  not  established  in  the  various  counties. 
This  is  now  the  crying  want  of  the  Public  School  system  of  the 
State.  It  has  been  remedied  in  some  of  the  counties  of  the  State  by 
the  conversion  of  the  existing  Academies,  which  are  supported  in 
part  by  the  academic  fund,  into  such  High  Schools,  the  requisite 
agreement  having  been  made  between  the  Trustees  of  the  Acad- 
emies and  the  Boards  of  School  Commissioners.  Further  provision 
is,  however,  needed  for  the  establishment  and  support  of  such  High 
Schools,  tuition  in  which  need  not  be  altogether  free,  and  from  the 
graduates  of  the  High  Schools  might  be  taken  the  incumbents  of 
the  free  scholarships  of  St.  John's  College  who  would  here  be  pre- 
pared as  teachers  for  thesj  High  School-,  to  train  others  to  take  the 
places  vacated  by  them. 

st.  John's  college  as  the  male  normal  school  oe  the  state. 

This  brings  me  to  the  recommendation  of  the  President  of  the 
State  Board  of  Education  and  Principal  of  the  State  Normal  School, 
that  that  school  "should  be  op2n  to  women  exclusively,"  and,  as  a 
corollary  to  what  is  said  of  St.  John's  College,  that  this  College 
"should  become  the  Normal  School  for  men."  The  action  of  the 
General  Assembly  of  1872  was  a  step  in  this  direction,  and  from 
the  advantages  already  existing  here  in  respect  to  buildings,  library 
and  apparatus,  a  Faculty  of  Instructors,  and  a  large  body  of  stu- 
dents, in  other  words,  a  completely  organized  College,  it  is  certain 
that  this  could  be  effected  at  far  less  expense  than  the  organization 
Of  a  Separate  Normal  School  for  males.    It  would  be  necessary  to

develop  the  College  in  this  direction,  that  is,  as  a  Normal  School, 
and  this  could  be  done  without  interfering  with  its  regular  academic 
course,  and  at  very  little  additional  expense  to  the  State.  It  would 
then,  also,  be  brought  forward  more  prominently  as  the  head  of  the 
educational  system  of  the  State,  the  position  which  it  is  already 
gradually  assuming.  As  such  a  head,  it  would  occupy  a  similar 
position  to  that  at  present  held  by  the  University  of  Michigan  in 
relation  to  tbe  Public  School  system  of  that  State,  with  this  impor- 
tant difference,  that  it  is  supported  by  a  specific  tax  on  the  ratable 
property  of  the  State,  and  the  deficiencies  in  its  revenue  are  supplied 
by  the  Legislature.  The  report  of  the  President  of  that  University 
for  1873,  states  that  the  Legislature  voted  $13,000  to  meet  the 
deficit  in  the  account  of  the  year  previous,  $25,000,  to  complete  one 
of  the  buildings,  and  the  above  mentioned  tax,  which  will  now 
yield  $31,500,  and  "at  the  next  appraisal  of  property  in  1876,  will 
furnish  a  handsome  increase.  "'  Tuition  in  this  University  is  free 
to  all,  and  did  St.  John's  College  receive  a  sufficient  endowment 
to  justify  it,  I  would  most  heartily  recommend  that  a  similar  course 
be  adopted  here,  but  even  the  small  amoupt  received  from  tuition 
fees  is  needed  in  order  to  meet  the  current  expenses  of  the  College. 

Literary  Institutions  are  not,  and  cannot  be,  self-sustaining,  and 
even  the  wealthiest  of  them,  Harvard  LTniversity  for  example, 
frequently  complain  of  deficiencies  in  revenue. 

COURSE  OF  INSTRUCTION,  &C. 

The  course  of  instruction  in  the  College,  and  its  distribution 
throughout  the  different  classes,  will  be  found  detailed  at  lena'th  in 
the  accompanying  catalogue,  which  I  have  the  honor  to  transmit 
herewith.  The  number  of  graduates  since  the  re-organization  of  the 
College  is  twenty-two — six  in  1871,  eight  in  1872,  and  eight  in 
1873  ;  the  present  graduating  class  numbers  eleren.  In  addition  to 
these,  many  young  men  have  left  the  College  each  year,  and  enter- 
ed upon  their  occupations  for  life,  and  its  young  Alumni  may  now 
be  found  in  different  branches  of  business,  and  in  the  learned  pro- 
fessions. It  is  a  fallacy  to  judge  a  College  by  the  number  of  its 
graduates  alone,  for  a  far  larger  number,  who  have  received  only  a 
partial  collegiate  education,  leave  College  each  year,  and  begin  their 
business  for  life. 

PRESENT  AVANTS  OF    THE  COLLEGE. 

It  i.-=,  perhaps,  needless  to  enlarge  upon  the  wants  of  the  College, 
unless  there  is,  at  least,  a  reasonable  prospect  of  having  them  sup- 
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plied ;  but  I  deem  it  my  duty  to  make  as  full  a  statement  of  the 
affairs  of  the  College  as  possible,  and  trust  to  the  liberality  of  your 
Honorable  Body  to  supply  the  most  pressing  wants.  The  first, 
and  most  urgent,  need  of  the  College,  is  to  be  relieved  of  its  present 
financial  embarrassments.  A  statement,  furnished  by  the  treasurer 
of  the  College,  of  the  outstanding  debt,  and  of  the  expenses  of  the 
College  for  18T2— "T3,  is  given  in  the  appendix  to  this  report.  It  is 
impossible  for  an  institution  to  prosper  burdened  with  debt,  and 
with  no  prospect  of  its  extinguishment  without  Legislative  assist- 
ance, a  debt  which,  in  the  effort  to  pay  it,  causes'  an  annual  drain 
upon  the  salaries  of  the  Faculty.  For  each  of  the  past  two  years 
there  has  been  a  deficiency  of  over  $2,000  in  the  salaries  of  the 
Faculty,  and  the  same  deficiency  will  exist  during  the  present  year, 
so  that  by  the  close  of  the  session  there  will  be  a  deficiency  of  over 
$6,000  in  the  salaries  of  the  Faculty  for  three  years  past.  There  is 
no  prospect  of  any  improvement  in  this  respect  without  a  large  in- 
crease in  the  number  of  students  who  pay  for  tuition,  and  there  is 
not  much  prospect  of  that,  so  long  as,  under  the  general  State  law, 
such  a  large  number  of  tuition  scholarships  exist.  With  a  sufficient 
endowment,  it  were  better  that  tuition  should  be  free  to  all,  but  the 
College  has  no  private  endowment,  and  is  entirely  dependent  upon 
the  State  annuit)r  and  the  tuition  fees,  which  last  have  not  exceeded 
the  sum  of  $3,000  a  year  for  three  years  past. 

With  regard  to  the  contraction  of  the  debt,  the  larger  portion, 
($11,500,)  was  borrowed  in  1866,  to  put  the  College  in  order  after 
the  close  of  the  late  war,  and  to  meet  the  necessary  expenses  before 
the  State  annuity,  received  in  1868,  became  available.  On  this, 
however,  $2,000  were  paid  during  the  past  year.  About  $5,265 
arc  due  to  the  deficiency  between  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of 
the  boarding  department  for  the  five  years  from  October,  1867,  to 
October,  1872.  In  addition  to  this,  is  the  deficiency  of  over  $4,000 
in  the  salaries  of  the  Faculty  for  the  past  two  years,  as  above  stated, 
making  a  total  deficit  of  over  $21,000.  During  the  past  session  the 
receipts  were  about  sufficient  to  meet  the  expenditures,  with  the  ex- 
ception of  the  deficiency  im  the  salaries,  which  equalled  the  amount 
of  debt  liquidated.  Were  the  College  relieved  from  this  burden  of 
dedt,  it  could  maintain  itself  in  its  present  condition  on  the  appro- 
priation now  received  from  the  State,  which  should  be  mate  perma- 
nent, for,  unless  renewed  from  time  to  time,  the  College  must  neces- 
sarily be  closed.  Without  private  endowment,  it  must  be  supported 
by  the  State,  if  supported  at  all.    But  no  College  can  be  satisfied  to 
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stand  still.    In  this  day  of  progress  it  must  go  forward  with  the 
rest,  or  be  left  behind  in  the  race.    In  the  working  staff  of  the 
Faculty,  the  most  urgent  need  is  a  Professor  of  Analytical  and 
Applied  Chemistry,  Mineralogy  and  Geology,  who  should  instruct 
in  the  applications  of  Chemistry  to  the  arts,  and,  under  the  direc- 
tion of  your  Honorable  Body,  make  a  geological  survey  of  the  State. 
Other  and  newer  States  have  gone  far  ahead  of  Maryland  in  this 
respect,  and  with  the  vast  amount  of  mineral  wealth  in  the  western 
part  of  the  State,  instruction  in  those  branches  relating  to  its 
development  should  no  longer  be  neglected  in  the  leading  College  of 
the  State.    With  our  present  means  it  is  impossible  to  add  this 
Professorship,  but  it  is  very  much  needed  to  increase  the  thorough- 
ness of  the  Scientific  Department.    In  respect  to  buildings,  the 
College  needs  a  larger  Public  Hall,  and  suitable  rooms  for  Philoso- 
phical and  Chemical  Lecture  rooms,  Library  and  Laboratory.  The 
present  central  building  (McDowell  Hall)  might,  at  no  very  great 
expense,  be  enlarged  so  as  to  supply  these  wants.    Without  ad- 
ditional building  it  is  not  possible  to  form  a  thoroughly  efficient 
Laboratory,  and  a  suitable  room  for  Library  and  Reading  room  is 
greatly  needed,  the  present  one  being  too  small  for  the  growing 
Library,  and  too  damp  for  the  preservation  of  the  books.  Through 
the  liberality  of  the  last  Legislature  in  appropriating  $5,000  to  the 
Library  and  apparatus,  more  than  twelve  hundred  volumes  have 
been  added  to  the  Library,  and  an  excellent  beginning  of  a  good 
Library  made ;  but  from  the  very  few  works  of  value  which  the 
Library  possessed  before,  and  the  importance  of  keeping  pace  with 
the  progress  of  knowledge  in  all  departments,  it  should  have  a  per- 
manent annual  appropriation.    Furnishing  text- books  free  to  those 
holding  free  scholarships  is  a  great  drain  upon  the  funds  of  the 
College — sometimes  amounting  to  $1,000  per  annum.    Were  the 
College  relieved  from  this  burden,  and  this  amount  appropriated  to 
the  Library,  it  would  be  expended  to  much  greater  advantage. — 
Text-books  are  furnished  under  the  general  Public  School  law,  but 
even  the  Primary  Schools  are  not  required  to  furnish  books  free, 
and  I  respectfully  recommend  that  the  College  be  relieved  from  it. 
The  annual  cost  to  each  pupil  would  not  average  more  than  ten 
dollars.    A  beginning  has  also  teen  made  of  additions  to  the  chemi- 
cal and  philosophical  apparatus,  under  the  same  appropriation,  and 
steps  taken  to  make  still  further  additions.    Other  wants  of  the 
College  might  be  enumerated,  but  I  have  only  mentioned  those 
which  I  regard  as  most  pressing. 
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RELATIONS  OF  THE  COLLEGE  TO  THE  STATE. 

The  difficulty  which  the  Cellege  has  labored  under  for  years  has 
been  the  lack  of  interest  taken  in  it  by  the  Legislature,  and  con- 
sequently by  the  people  of  the  State,  and  whatever  donation  it  has 
received,  has  only  been  after  great  personal  effort  on  the  part  of  the 
friends  of  the  College.  The  College  has  not  taken  hold  upon  the 
affections  of  the  people,  and  had  sufficient  reputation  to  command 
support  o  i  the  part  of  the  Legislature  and  people  as  an  imperative 
duty,  and  to  be  regarded  as  a  necessary,  an  integral  part  of  the 
educational  system  of  the  State.  That  the  College  is  doing  good 
work  and  has  claims  to  be  so  regarded,  I  do  not  think  any  one  will 
deny  who  will  take  the  trouble  to  look  into  the  matter  and  see  what 
has  been  done  during  the  past  seven  years,  notwithstanding  the 
difficulties  under  which  the  College  has  labored.  Some  have  re- 
garded it  as  a  private  institution,  which  was  a  pensioner  on  the 
bounty  of  the  State,  and  they  were  therefore  opposed  to  its  support 
by  the  State.  Few  words  are  needed  to  confute  this  view.  Though 
established,  in  part,  by  subscription,  it  was  originally  endowed 
by  the  State,  with  nearly  $5,000  per  annum,  fully  equal  then  to 
$15,000  now,  which  was  intended  to  be  perpetual — but  I  do  not 
wish  to  go  into  the  unfortunate  history  of  that  endowment.  Its 
character  as  a  State  Institution  was  made  more  prominent  by  the 
addition  to  its  governing  body  of  the  eleven  highest  officers  in  the 
State.  Its  more  recent  State  endowment  has  enabled  it  to  attain 
its  present  position,  and  is  necessary  to  enable  it  to  preserve  it, 
and,  to  quote  from  the  recent  message  of  the  Governor  of  the  State, 
"it  must  be  as  much  a  duty  to  sustain  these  institutions  of  learning, 
which  teach  the  higher  branches  of  education,  as  it  is  to  support 
the  common  schools  of  the  State."  In  fact,  education  is  one.  from 
Primary  School  to  College,  and  a  complete  State  system  should 
make  provision  for  each  gradation.  In  the  words  of  one  of  the  lead- 
ing educators  of  the  day,  President  White  of  Cornell  University, 
(in  his  recent  address  before  the  American  Public  Health  Asso- 
ciation) : 

"I  trust  the  time  will  come  when  provision  will  be  made  just  as 
thoroughly  for  advanced  instruction  as  for  primary  and  common 
school  instruction,  when  all  will  be  connected  together ;  when  the 
present  illogical  separation  that  exists,  under  which  primary  and 
common  school  instruction  is  provided  for  by  the  State,  and  ad- 
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vanced  education  is  left  very  inadequately  provided  by  various  re- 
ligious denominations,  will  be  done  away  with." 

But  the  question  should  not  be  between  five,  ten  or  twenty  thous- 
and dollars,  more  or  less,  but  between  sustaining  a  first-rate  Col- 
lege by  the  State,  or  having  none  at  all.  I  must  earnestly  invite 
the  attention  of  your  Honorable  Body  to  the  condition  of  St.  John's 
College,  and  solicit  your  interest  in  it.  I  would  specially  request 
that  a  committee  be  appointed  to  visit  the  College,  to  investigate  its 
affairs,  examine  its  methods  of  working,  consult  with  its  Visitors 
and  Governors,  and  its  Faculty,  and  make  such  recommendations, 
with  regard  to  it,  as  may  seem  to  them  necessary. 

RECAPITULATION. 

In  conclusion,  1  would  briefly  recapitulate  the  principal  points 
brought  forward  in  the  above  report:  1.  Appropriation  of  $400  to 
board  two  students  from  Garrett  county,  and  amendment  of  Act  of 
1872,  (Chapter  393,)  so  as  to  provide  for  remuneration  to  the  State 
from  appointees  dismissed  or  withdrawn  before  the  expirati§n  of 
their  term.  2.  Importance  of  the  establishment  of  Public  High 
Schools  in  the  State.  3.  Advisability  of  constituting  St.  John's 
College  the  Male  Normal  School  for  the  State.  4.  Belief  of  the 
College  from  its  debt,  its  most  urgent  present  need.  5.  Means  to 
establish  a  Professorship  of  Analytical  and  Applied  Chemistry, 
Mineralogy  and  Geology.  G.  Extension  of  central  building  to  en- 
large Public  Hall  and  secure  suitable  rooms  for  Philosophical  and 
Chemical  Lecture-room,  Library  and  Beading-room,  and  Labora- 
tory ;  and  permanent  provision  for  the  Library. 

I  have  thus  endeavored,  as  briefly  as  possible,  to  set  forth  the 
condition  and  the  most  pressing  wants  of  St.  John's  College,  and 
the  importance  of  developing  it  as  a  necessary  part  of  the  educa- 
tional system  of  the  State.  With  a  first-class  College  sustained  by 
the  State  here,  at  the  seat  of  government,  I  cannot  doubt  that,  in 
the  course  of  a  few  years,  the  attention  of  the  people  would  be 
directed  to  the  College,  tbeir  interest  in  it  aroused,  and  they  would 
take  pride  in  maintaining  it,  and  thus  lessen  the  annual  drain  of 
thousands  of  dollars,  which  go  to  sustaining  the  Schools  and  Col- 
leges of  other  States. 

Tht  amount  annually  expended  by  Mary  landers  for  the  education 
of  their  children  outside  of  the  State,  would  alone  be  sufficient  to 
handsomely  endow  this  College.  It  is  not  reasonable  to  expect  this 
to  cease  until  they  can  be  convinced  that  a  College  is  permanently 
established  within  the  State,  in  every  way  worthy  of  their  support. 
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That  St.  John's  College  has  claims  to  this  support,  and  with  more 
interest  in  its  welfare  on  the  part,  of  your  Honorable  Body,  can  soon 
be  made  in  every  way  worthy  of  it,  cannot  be  denied  by  any  who 
will  inform  themselves  of  the  work  annually  done  by  it.  The  regu- 
lar semi- annual  -written  examinations  on  the  work  of  the  first  term 
of  the  present  session  will  soon  commence,  and  it  will  give  me 
pleasure  to  submit  the  papers  to  any  committee  which  your 
Honorable  Body  may  be  pleased  to  appoint,  that  they  may  see  and 
judge  for  themselve  of  the  character  of  the  work  cone  in  the  several 
departments  of  study,  and  of  the  system  puivued  in  training  the 
students  of  the  different  classes. 

Finally,  in  behalf  of  the  Visitors  and  Governors  and  the  Faculty 
of  the  College,  I  would  respectfully  extend  to  your  Honorable  Body 
an  invitation  to  visit  the  College,  inspect  its  buildings  and  grounds, 
and  examine  tha  method  of  instruction  pursued,  and  would  again 
recommend  the  appointment  of  a  committee  to  examine  and  report 
upon  the  condition  of  the  College.
